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The foregoing officers were sworn to the faithful performance of their 
duties. 

The necessary ballots prepared for each Precinct and the paraphernalia 
for the proper conduct of the Election were supplied by the Town Clerk 
and turned over to the Wardens of the various Precincts. 

The polls were declared open in each Precinct at seven o’clock A.M. 
and remained open until seven o’clock P.M., at which time, after due 
notice, they were declared closed. 

Immediately after the closing of the polls, the Town Clerk turned over 
to the Wardens of Precincts 1-2-3-4-5-6 the envelopes received by her 
purporting to contain Absent Voter Ballots, together with the applications 
therefor filed by said voters for registration as Absent Voters. 

The Wardens caused all of the twenty (20) envelopes containing Absent 
Voter Ballots to be opened and signatures, affidavits, postmarks, etc., to be 
examined in accordance with Section 95, Chapter 54 of the General Laws, 
and any amendments there may be thereto, and twenty (20) were found to 
be correct. The names of the twenty (20) Absent Voters were checked on 
the voting list in the proper Precincts and then the twenty (20) Absent 
Voter Ballots were deposited in the proper Ballot Boxes. 

The number of Absent Voter Ballots cast in the Precincts were as 
follows:

The Ballots were counted by the Election Officers in each Precinct, 
the tally sheets and total vote sheets prepared by the Town Clerk being 
used, and the results of the same declared in the respective Precincts.

The Town Clerk and Registrars of Voters, upon receipt of the returns 
from the several Precincts, forthwith canvassed the same and announced 
the results at 3.05 A.M.

Any land not used by virtue of these 
requirements and which abuts property in a residential district not 
unusable for dwelling purposes as defined above, shall have at least 
one-half of its area and width in planting sufficient in character 
and extent to provide a suitable screen between the abutting prop- 
erties. 

No building or structure shall be constructed, altered, enlarged, re- 
constructed, or used for purposes authorized by sub-section A. 1, 2, 
3, 4, 5, 6, 7, 8, 9, 10, 13, 14 and 17 of this Section unless there is 
provided on the lot or on land associated therewith and within 500 
feet thereof, automobile parking space having a total standing and 
maneuvering area not less than the ground floor area of said build- 
ing or structure (excluding accessory uses permitted under sub- 
section A. 16 of this Section).

Pursuant to the Warrant of the Selectmen served according to law 
upon the inhabitants of the Town of Winchester, Mass., by Joseph J. Derro,

REPORT OF THE BOARD OF SELECTMEN 


As recommended by the Board of Selectmen the Town Meeting in 
1958 authorized the position of Administrative Assistant in the Select- 
men’s Office. On July 1, 1958, Mr. Oscar E. Merrow was appointed to that 
position, and capably filled it until he resigned on February 19, 1960. A 
new assistant has not been appointed, since it is the opinion of the present 
Board, that this position is not essential at this time. However, as sub- 
sequent Boards may believe differently, this position has been retained on 
the roster of the personnel staff. Some aspects of the position have been 
directly made a part of the Town Accountant’s job, including responsibil- 
ity for Central Record’s Storage, some purchasing, and cooperation with 
department heads in making up their budgets. 


During 1958 it became increasingly apparent that a solution to the 
trash disposal problem must be found. The great amount of the Select- 
men’s time in 1959 devoted to this was culminated at the Special Town 
Meeting held October 29, 1959, when it was voted to build an incinerator 
at the disposal area off Swanton Street. Final plans were drawn by Fay 
Spofford and Thorndike, Inc., and the contract awarded on June 1, 1960 
to C. J. Maney Co., Inc., the low bidder. The Selectmen were particularly 
pleased that the Maney Company was the low bidder because of our excel- 
lent experience with the company during the construction of the railroad 
overpass. This happy experience has been repeated with completion of 
the incinerator project expected early in 1961, several months ahead of 
schedule. Also at this writing, it would appear that the work would be 
completed within the estimated cost of $500,000.00. 
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The banning of motor boating on upper Mystic Lake and removal of 
the landing ramp on Bacon’s Pond in the spring has certainly quieted 
the area to the great pleasure of the majority of those residing on or near 
the lake. 


The Board has had no information from State authorities on the loca- 
tion of the new Route 3. We continue to hope that a solution will be 
found which will be a sound one for Winchester. 


Work on the Town Hall renovation continued during the year with 
a new gas fired heating system now installed. As a consequence, zonal 
heating control to the several areas of the building will be effected, which 
will result in fuel economy during nights and week-ends. The heating 
renovation was somewhat more expensive than anticipated, and not all 
the work expected to be done this year in the basement area has been 
possible. An article in the 1961 Town Meeting will request additional funds, 
in accordance with our six year capital improvement program. This year 
we expect to complete the west wing basement to bring in to the Town 
Hall the Building Commissioner and Board of Health from their present 
rented quarters. 


The retirement of Chief Harrold from the Police Department was 
commented upon in last year’s report. In the competitive Civil Service 
examination held following his retirement, Lieutenant Derro and Sergeants 
Bowler and Dolan qualified. The Board’s decision was a difficult one, but 
in the final analysis, Lieutenant Derro’s appointment was unanimous. 
He is a fine, experienced police officer who has already given excellent 
leadership to the department and, we are certain, will continue to do so. 
Competitive examinations have since been held for Lieutenant and Ser- 
geant, the results of which have not been received at this writing. 


In May, it was brought to the Board’s attention that several streets 
in the area of the new Johnson Road, Ridge Street Elementary School 
had no sidewalks. A survey indicated that the cost of constructing side- 
walks on the several streets involved would be in the neighborhood of 
$10,000.00. This cost, coupled with the fact that there are many unside- 
walked streets in the town, led the Selectmen, Finance Committee, School 
Committee, and Planning Board to the conclusion that such construction 
was such a broad policy matter that it should be decided by the Town 
Meeting. At a well attended hearing in September, a petition signed by 
many in the area was presented which requested immediate construction 
of sidewalks. Another petition signed by others objected to such construc- 
tion. While all of us are concerned with the safety of school children, the 
problem does have its wider aspects. A temporary solution was instituted 
by the School Committee which involved the rerouting of its busses to 
transport the affected children. Separate articles will be submitted to the 
Annual Town Meeting covering construction of the several sidewalks. 


The new forty space parking area opposite the railroad station was 
put in operation on November 20. The area will be restricted to two-hour 
parking. If voted by the Annual Town Meeting, parking meters will be 
installed in 1961. 
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It seems redundant to praise the work of the Town employees, parti- 
cularly the department heads, in our report each year. If it is redundant, 
we hope it will only emphasize in the Town’s mind how fortunate we feel 
they are in the people who work for them.

REPORT OF WORKMEN’S COMPENSATION

Gentlemen: 

I respectfully submit herewith, the annual report of the Workmen’s 
Compensation Department for the year 1960. 

The permanently disabled employee received 63.5% of the total amount 
spent for compensation. 36.5% of the total compensation payment went to 
employees who were injured but not permanently. The permanently dis- 
abled employee received only 1.2% of the amount spent for medical services 
while the temporarily disabled employee received 84.1% and those em- 
ployees who required only medical services with no loss of work received 
14.7%. 

Five permanently disabled employees received $6497.40 in compensation 
payments and $56.40 in medical services. Thirteen employees received dis- 
abling injuries which incapacitated them for 512 days in 1960. Compensa- 
tion payments to this group of employees and their dependents amounted 
to $3719.39 and $3951.82 in medical payments. 

Thirty-six employees received injuries which required medical care 
but-no loss of work. Medical costs for this group amounted to $689.45. 

Seventeen employees sustained injuries and reports of these accidents 
were filed. This group lost no time from work nor did they require medical 
service. 

The Agent wishes to take this opportunity to express his appreciation 
for the splendid cooperation he has always received from all of the depart- 
ments concerned. 
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The following figures represent the expenditures of the department for 
1960. These figures are estimated in part due to the date upon which this 
report must be filed.

REPORT OF THE TREE WARDEN

Gentlemen: 

During the Spring of 1960, one hundred fifty-two trees were planted as 
public shade trees. There were one hundred and six maples, forty-two 
lindens, and four pin oaks. 

Spraying service was furnished to private owners as Seqceteen This 
spraying program was let to the low bidder, The Allard Corp., by the 
Town, and charges for this service in the amount of $1909.55 were com- 
mitted to the Town Collector. 
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The Dutch Elm disease has been a serious problem again. Ninety-one 
elms have been reported as diseased by laboratory tests. Ten diseased elms 
were public shade trees; four were Park trees; two were School trees; one 
was in rear of the Fire Station; and seventy-four were on private proper- 
ties. Approximately one quarter of the total number diseased has been 
removed and burned. The remaining diseased trees are scheduled to be 
disposed of before April 1, 1961. 

The department rendered assistance as usual on the Snow and Ice 
program.

The work of the Town Counsel involves three broad phases, namely 
advise and counsel, matters in connection with town meetings, and litiga- 
tion. As the town grows and develops new problems arise, such as con- 
stantly changing legislative acts, subdivision control, new real estate devel- 
opments, together with the many increasing activities of the various boards, 
committees, and officials, all of which tend to call for more and more time 
being spent by the Town Counsel on town affairs. 

During the year many formal and informal legal opinions are given, 
easements, deeds, takings, releases and many legal documents are prepared 
and recorded at the Registry of Deeds. Sidewalk orders, street layouts, 
sewer construction orders, takings, and orders for betterment assessments 
are all examined and recorded at the Registry of Deeds. Much time is spent 
in preparation of town meeting warrants, articles for town meeting, draw- 
ing of votes, and conferences with town officers, boards and committees 
involved. Claims by or against the town are investigated and appropriate 
action taken. Numerous cases have been tried in the court. 

Active legal suits that are now pending in the courts, in which the 
town is involved include those of R. J. Berke & Co., Inc.; Eagle Cornice 
and Skylight Works; Louis Stella, Inc.; Millyan Construction Co.; Frank 
J. Millyan; Paul J. Mahoney; James P. McNamara, Trustee, as well as 
others that involve town employees. 

Every effort is made to protect and safeguard the legal interests of 
the town and to cooperate with and assist the various committees, boards 
and officers of the town.

The Department at present consists of a Chief, two Lieutenants, four 
Sergeants, twenty-nine patrolmen and a female secretary. 


Juvenile Problem 

Realizing that we had a juvenile problem in our town, one of the first 
acts performed by me after becoming Chief was to appoint a Juvenile 
Officer. The officer detailed to this work has done an outstanding job of 
handling juveniles. Large sums of money have been received and turned 
over to the town for damage to town property. Other sums have been 
returned to private individuals as a result of damage to their property. 

This job does not only consist of ferreting out the juvenile wrongdoers 
but more important this officer’s duty is to counsel juveniles who tend 
to get in trouble with the law. 

As a result of the excessive volume of work in coping with the juvenile 
problem, it has been necessary for this officer to work many additional 
and irregular hours. 

I firmly believe that with the newly created position of Juvenile Of- 
ficer, the calibre of our young people has improved considerably and will 
continue to do so in the future. 


School Traffic 

In addition we have sixteen school traffic posts which are covered 
by ten women and six men. During 1960 a new traffic post was created 
at the intersection of Manomet and Samoset Roads. This has relieved a 
dangerous situation at this location. 

With the opening of the new elementary school on Johnson Road and 
the Junior High School off Pond Street, it will be necessary to have at 
least two new school traffic officers appointed. At this time, I want to com- 
mend these women and men for performing an outstanding job of pro- 
tecting our future citizens. 


Auxiliary Police Force 
This police organization has done a very good job in assisting the 
regular officers during church services on Sundays and various other 
occasions. All the men on this force are of high calibre and are always 
ready and willing to give of their services. The town is fortunate to have 
such outstanding citizens ready and willing to give of their time without 
compensation. 


Traffic and Safety 

A concerted traffic enforcement program has been in progress since 
I was appointed Chief of Police. Hundreds of cases have been prosecuted 
in court. This has resulted in a decrease of speeding and other traffic 
offenses which cause accidents. 

At this time, I want to take the opportunity to commend all officers 
in the department who, in my opinion, have done an outstanding job 
in this enforcement program. Many recommendations have been made for 
the installation of “SLOW CHILDREN” and other signs throughout the 
town. 
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Mobile Equipment 


The motor vehicle equipment at present consists of a 1960 Plymouth 
ranch wagon equipped with inhalator and other first aid equipment, a 1960 
Ford Sedan, a 1960 Chevrolet sedan, a 1959 Ford sedan and a 1949 Cadillac 
ambulance. The 1960 Plymouth ranch wagon and the 1960 Ford are in 
constant use twenty-four hours each day throughout the year. For proper 
efficient police patrol work, I recommend that these two cars be turned in 
for two new ranch wagons in 1961. 

The use of a ranch wagon in police work during the past year has 
proven very satisfactory. The engine of the ambulance is in good shape 
because of the expenditure of $678.07 in 1959. On the other hand, the body 
and parts of the interior equipment are in poor shape. Almost $10,000.00 
has been collected by the town since this ambulance was purchased. I 
would recommend that this vehicle be turned in and a new ambulance 
purchased in 1961. 


Teletype & Signal Systems 


The new teletype machine installed in 1959 is in very good shape and 
should last many years. At present, we have eighteen call boxes throughout 
the town, which are used by the patrol officers to keep in touch with 
headquarters. Because of the new school on Johnson Road and the home 
development in this area, I recommend that an additional box be installed 
at this location. 

A new Motorola radio system was installed in the police station and 
cars during the past two months. This new equipment meets with the 
mandatory F.C.C. requirements and should last for several years. We are 
also equipped with a transmitter and receiver through which we are able 
to contact many other cities and towns having similar equipment. 


Police Station 


During the past year the outside of the building was painted. The 
women’s cell block and the secretary’s and Chief’s offices were painted. 
The rest of the interior of the station is in dire need of a paint job. I 
recommend that the painting of the first floor be undertaken in 1961 and 
the second floor should be painted not later than 1962. 


Service 


I wish to extend my sincere thanks to the Honorable Board of Select- 
men for its interest, co-operation and assistance at all times on matters 
pertaining to the Police Department, to all Town Departments, to all 
citizens and organizations who have assisted the Department in various 
ways, and to the Judges and Personnel of Woburn District Court. I should 
like to commend the Lieutenants, the Sergeants and all members of the 
department, as well as the secretary and the custodian of the building, for 
the faithful discharge of their duties during the year.

REPORT OF THE FIRE DEPARTMENT 


Board of Selectmen

Winchester, Mass. 


Gentlemen: 


I submit herewith my fifteenth annual report of the Fire Department 
for 1960. 


During the year the Department responded to 528 Still Alarms; 100 
Box Alarms; 7 False Alarms and 31 Mutual Aid Alarms for a total of 666 
Alarms. 14 calls were for resuscitator and used 27 cylinders of oxygen. 
Responded on 27 ambulance calls with the Police Department. 


The apparatus has traveled a total of 15,099 miles and has pumped 192 
hours. Used 25,300 feet of 21%”’ hose; 17,250 feet of 1%” hose; 85,000 feet 
of booster hose; 2400 feet of forestry hose and raised 2,878 feet of ladders. 
204 soda and acid and foamite extinguishers were filled for other Town 
departments and residents of the Town. 


145 inspections were made of oilburner equipment and permits issued 
for a total of 30,850 gallons of fuel oil. 45 permits were issued for blasting 
operations. 


All motor equipment is in good running condition except Engine No. 2 
and No. 4. They are now over 26 years old and either Engine No. 2 or No. 4 
will have to be replaced in 1962. 


All fire alarm boxes and circuits on our fire alarm system have been 
tested every month. A considerable amount of overhead wire has been 
replaced along with new fire alarm lines. Fire Alarm boxes installed in 
1960 are as follows: Box No. 512 at Thornberry and Squire Roads; Box 
No. 514 at Wincrest Drive and Ridge Street; Box No. 515 in the new ele- 
mentary school on Johnson Road; Box No. 516 at Johnson Road and Ridge 
Street. Our Mutual Aid calls have been changed to Box No. 81 to Woburn 
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and Town and Cities beyond; Box No. 82 to Stoneham and beyond; Box 
No. 83 to Medford and beyond and Box No. 84 to Arlington and beyond. 


The interior and exterior of the Fire Station are in good condition as 
the exterior was painted this year. The present watch desk is quite in- 
adequate and should be replaced with a separate watch room as soon as 
possible. 


The manual force consists of 33 permanent men and 9 Call Men. The 
permanent force consists of the Chief, 3 Captains, 4 Lieutenants, Mechanic, 
2 Fire Alarm men and a Clerk and 21 Fire Fighters. Joseph M. Connolly 
was appointed Lieutenant May 1, 1960 also as oil burner inspector. James 
L. Nowell retired August 29, 1960 at the retirement age of 65 years. Henry 
C. Heitz, Jr. was retired October 27, 1960 due to disability. 


Home building on the west side of Cambridge Street has reached over 
200 new homes, a new elementary school in the last three years and 30 
or 40 new homes to be built in 1961. This calls for the West Side Station 
to be erected as soon as possible to provide this section of the Town with 
the proper fire protection. Also a new Junior High School off Brantwood 
Road, 55 homes off Cross Street, 10 homes off Marion Street, new apart- 
ments off Lake Street and 39 new homes off Hollywood Road Section; this 
all calls for more fire protection. . 


I wish to express my appreciation to the residents and business men 
for their cooperation in fire prevention, to the permanent men who have 
responded to alarms on their off time, our Call Force, our Chaplains Reve- 
rend H. Newton Clay and the Reverend Rene J. Saulnier who replaced 
Reverend Charles E. Anadore, who was transferred to an out of Town 
parish and to Mr. Boecker, Sherman Russell and Bruce Hamilton and his 
auxiliary fire fighters for their cooperation and assistance.

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REPORT OF THE ENGINEERING DEPARTMENT

Gentlemen: 


I respectfully submit the annual report of the Engineering Department 
for 1960. The activities of the department are summarized under the fol- 
lowing headings: 


Board of Assessors: 


Assessors plans were revised to show annual changes in land owner- 
ship, new lots, new buildings and other information pertinent to assess- 
ments. 

The set of composite Assessors plans was brought up to date under 
the supervision of the Engineering Department. 

Both one year and ten year indexings of Assessors abstracts were 
completed. 


Board of Survey: 


A plan and profile of Newton Road, a “way” extending from Fells 
Road southeasterly about three hundred fifteen (315) feet to Hillcrest 
Parkway, was approved by the Planning Board, acting as a Board of Survey. 

An amended grade line, shown on the plan and profile of Dothan 
Street, was approved by the Planning Board acting as a Board of Survey. 


Building Department: 


Surveys for the determination of street lines and zoning district lines 
were made when requested. 


Cemetery Department: 


Plans showing lotting, restricted areas, etc., and corresponding surveys 
were made. 

The annual locations and plans of all interments were made for 
record purposes. 

A topographical survey of all undeveloped cemetery land has been 
started. 


Collector of Taxes: 


Descriptions of land and other data necessary in the preparation of 
certificates for dissolvement of tax liens were furnished to the Collector 
of Taxes; and information pertinent to lien certificates was provided as 
requested. Descriptions of parcels of land to be advertised for non-payment 
of taxes were prepared as requested. 


Highway Department: 


The construction program for granolithic sidewalks required consider- 
able engineering services again this year. Estimates, costs and assessments 
of streets, sidewalks, and various highway projects were submitted to the 
Board of Selectmen. 
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Lines for street markings and parking lots were furnished as required. 
Plans and estimates for the 1961 program are being prepared. 


Street layouts and acceptance plans were made of the following ways: 
Columbus Road—Layout 
Dothan Street—Layout 
Highland View Avenue—Layout 
Leslie Road—Layout of portion 
Sunset Road—Layout of portion 
Sylvester Avenue—Layout of portion 
Wendell Street—Layout of portion 


Leslie Road was not accepted by the March Town Meeting. Construc- 
tion was completed on all of the other ways, with the exception of Sunset 
Road. The necessary engineering services were furnished by the Depart- 
ment. 

A survey, plan and estimate of the cost of installation of traffic islands 
at Main Street and Highland Avenue were made as requested. 

Considerable time was spent in providing engineering services for the 
construction of the Waterfield Road parking lot, and for extending the 
installation of a Town surface drain in land owned by the Winchester 
Country Club as part of the Hutchinson Road outfall project. 

A survey to locate the brook north of Churchill Road has been com- 
pleted; and the corresponding drainage easement plan is being prepared. 


The master drain plan of the entire Town was brought up to date. 


Park Department: 
Seasonal layouts for baseball, football, swimming, etc. were made as 
requested. 


Surveys to establish Park land boundaries were made; and estimates of 
costs of various Park projects were prepared as requested. 


A location survey and plan of the “Common” were made as requested. 


Cross sections were taken, and a plan and estimate of the cost of 
grading Shore Road Field were prepared as requested. 


Planning Board: 

Plans and profiles of the following “ways” were approved by the 
Planning Board under the Sub-division Control Law: 

Bradford Road—a way from George Road southeasterly about three 
hundred ninety (390) feet to Charles Road. 

Charles Road—a way from George Road southeasterly and north- 
westerly about seven hundred seventy three (773) feet. 

George Road—a way from Highland View Avenue northwesterly and 
southwesterly about eight hundred seven (807) feet. 

Highland View Avenue—a way from the public portion northwesterly 
about two hundred ten (210) feet to East Street. 
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Composite plans of Town owned land are being prepared for the 
Planning Board, to be used in its “Land Use Study”. 


Information related to engineering requirements under the Sub-division 
Control Law was furnished frequently to private engineers and developers. 


Police Department: 


Accident plans were prepared when requested. 


Sanitation: 


Information pertinent to the installation of Town utilities for the 
incinerator was furnished to the engineering firm of Fay, Spofford & 
Thorndike, designers of the building. 


School Department: 


Surveys to establish school land boundaries were made as requested. 


A topographical survey and plan of the northerly portion of the Well 
Field to be used as the Junior High School building site were made at 
the request of the Secondary School Building Committee. 


Water & Sewer Department: 

Preliminary plans, layouts, grades and lines and connection records 
have been made for sewers constructed in 1960. 

Water main locations and plans showing various installations are 
being made. 

Rainfall and reservoir charts were made when requested. 

The master sewer plan of the entire Town was brought up to date. 

Plans showing Town connections to the Metropolitan sewer system, 
and including proposed grouping of connections in order to reduce the 
number of entrances, were prepared at the request of the Water & Sewer 
Board. 


Miscellaneous: 
During the year various surveys were made and miscellaneous services 
provided for other departments and Town officers. 


Considerable time was spent in preparing plans of various proposed 
projects, for presentation at the annual Town Meeting. Engineering in- 
formation was furnished to the general public, lawyers, engineers, public 
service companies and others.

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REPORT OF THE HIGHWAY DEPARTMENT

Gentlemen: 


I respectfully submit the following annual report of Highway Depart- 
ment activities: 


NEW CONSTRUCTION 


Streets: 

Six streets were accepted as public ways at the Annual Town Meeting. 

Five streets were constructed with bituminous concrete surface as 
follows: 

Columbus Road from Florence Street to Raymond Place. 

Dothan Street from James Street to the Arlington-Winchester Town 
Line. 

Highland View Avenue from Cross Street northwesterly 473 feet. 

Sylvester Avenue from the end of the existing public way northwest- 
erly 350 feet. 

Wendell Street from Loring Avenue southeasterly 403 feet. 

Sunset Road was constructed as far as a bituminous concrete base 
course this year and will be completed early in the 1961 construction 
season. 

Cox Road, started in 1959, was completed with a bituminous concrete 
top course after sewer connections were installed. 

Under the Chapter 90 program, north Main Street and Main Street 
from the Centre to the Mystic Valley Parkway were resurfaced by Warren 
Brothers Roads Company. 

Also Chapter 90 bids were received for the reconstruction of Ridge 
Street from the Arlington-Winchester Town Line to Lockeland Road. Con- 
struction is expected to start early in 1961. 


Surface Drainage: 

The Hutchinson Road outfall drain project was accomplished with 
twelve hundred eighty-three (1283) feet of 18 inch reinforced concrete 
pipe being installed. 

The Lockeland Road outfall drain program was continued with forty- 
four (44) feet of 36 inch and 42 inch reinforced pipe constructed. 

The Kirk Street outfall drain was completed with six hundred and 
twelve (612) feet of 10 inch, 12 inch and 15 inch pipe being installed. 

Two hundred sixty-nine (269) feet of 12 inch reinforced concrete 
pipe was laid in Hutchinson Road. 

In addition, nine hundred sixty-nine (969) feet of concrete pipe and 
twenty-three manholes and catch basins were installed in new streets. 
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Sidewalk and Curb: 


One thousand and sixty square yards of concrete sidewalk, 965 feet of 
granite curb, 512 feet of concrete curb and 2301 feet of paving stone 
curbing were installed during the year. 


Special Project: 


The Waterfield Road parking lot was constructed through a bituminous 
base course. Surface drainage was installed, and granite curb laid along 
the perimeter of the lot. 


MAINTENANCE 


Streets: 
Fourteen streets were surface treated with emulsion and oil treated 
crushed stone during August. 


During the fall, Central Street, Hemingway Street, Upland Road, Wil- 
son Street, Prospect Street Extension, Horn Pond Brook Road (east of 
Middlesex Street), Mt. Vernon Street (Centre to Washington Street) and 
Wildwood Street (Church Street to Woodside Road) were resurfaced with 
bituminous concrete by Warren Brothers Roads Company. 


Sidewalks: 


Approximately 450 square yards of concrete sidewalk was repaired during 
the year. 


Street Signs and Marking: 

One hundred twenty-nine traffic and street signs were erected or 
replaced during the year. 

About thirty miles of traffic and parking lines were painted on public 
streets and parking areas. 

Parking meter standards were replaced as required. 


Traffic Lights: 


At Bacon and Church Streets, new traffic lights with 12 inch red 
lenses were installed to replace the standard units which were worn out. 


NEW EQUIPMENT 


A new three quarter ton pickup truck was purchased as a replace- 
ment for a 1947 unit. 

A new two-ton dump truck replaced a similar unit of 1955. 

A new four-ton dump truck was purchased to replace a 1953 Walters 
truck. 
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SANITATION 


A contract for town collected and delivered garbage was awarded to 
Leon Bushmich Corporation of Burlington, for $3,000.00 for the period 
August 1, 1960 to July 31, 1961. 


Collections were made every fourth working day at each dwelling and 
daily from stores, restaurants, high school and hospital. 

A new chassis was purchased to replace a 1955 unit. 

Construction of a new 100-ton incinerator was started in June, 1960, by 
C. J. Maney Company, Inc. Fay, Spofford & Thorndike, Inc. acted as the 
consulting engineer for the Town. It is expected the incinerator will be 
in operation by early Spring of 1961. 

On a temporary basis, rubbish was disposed of on the Cullen land off 
Swanton Street, using the sanitary fill method. A fence was erected along 
Swanton Street to facilitate control of temporary dumping operations. 


SNOW & ICE 


Seven storms involved plowing and four required removal work; in 
addition, twenty-one storms required salting and sanding. 


A new Oliver OC-6 sidewalk tractor was purchased to replace a 1937 
unit. 


Approximate expenditures for Snow and Ice for 1960 were as follows: 


Administration $ 2,165.77 
Maintenance of Equipment 18,285.14 
Plowing Streets and Walks 24,426.24 
Removal of Snow 26,536.69 
Sanding 36,412.89 

Total $107,826.73 


Excellent cooperation was received from all boards, departments and 
employees.

Sir: 


In accordance with your instructions, I have made an audit of the 
books and accounts of the town of Winchester for the period from April 
1, 1958, the date of the previous examination, to April 30, 1960, the following 
report being submitted thereon: 


The financial transactions, as recorded on the books of the several 
departments receiving or disbursing money for the town or committing 
bills for collection, were examined and checked with the books of the town 
accountant and the treasurer. 


The books and accounts of the town accountant were examined. The 
general and appropriation ledger accounts were analyzed. The receipts 
as recorded were checked with the treasurer’s record of receipts; the pay- 
ments were compared with the treasury warrants approved by the board 
of selectmen; and the appropriation ledger accounts were checked with 
the appropriations, transfers, and loan authorizations voted by the town 
as listed from the town clerk’s record of town meetings. A balance sheet, 
which is appended to this report, was prepared showing the financial con- 
dition of the town on April 30, 1960. 


The books and accounts of the town treasurer were examined and 
checked. The receipts, as recorded, were compared with the records of the 
several departments collecting money for the town and with other sources 
from which money was paid into the town treasury, while the payments 
were checked with the warrants of the selectmen authorizing the disburse- 
ment of town funds. The cash balance on April 30, 1960 was proved by 
reconciliation of the bank balances with statements furnished by the 
banks of deposit, by certification of the U.S. Treasury Bills, and by actual 
count of the cash in the office. 


The payments on account of maturing debt and interest were proved 
by comparison with the amounts falling due and checked with the cancelled 
securities and coupons on file. The coupons outstanding on April 30, 1960 
were listed and reconciled with the amounts on deposit for their payment 
as shown by statements furnished by the depositories. 


The securities and savings bank books representing the investment of 
the trust, investment and retirement funds in the custody of the town 
treasurer were examined and listed. The income was proved, and all trans- 
actions and balances were verified and checked with the books of the 
town accountant, and, in the case of the retirement funds, with the books 
of the retirement board. The cash balance in the retirement fund was 
proved by reconciling the bank balance with a statement furnished by the 
bank of deposit. 
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The records of tax titles held by the town were examined. The amounts 
transferred to the tax title account were compared with the collector’s 
records and the accountant’s books, the reported redemptions were checked 
with the treasurer’s cash book, and the tax titles on hand were listed, 
proved, and checked with the records at the Registry of Deeds. 


The records of payroll deductions on account of Federal and State taxes 
were examined and reconciled with the controlling ledger accounts. 


The books and accounts of the town collector were examined and 
checked. The taxes, excise, and assessments outstanding at the time of 
the previous audit, as well as all subsequent commitments, were audited 
and reconciled with the assessors’ warrants. The recorded collections and 
abatements were checked, the payments to the treasurer were verified, 
and the outstanding accounts were listed and proved with the accountant’s 
ledger. 


The commitments of departmental and water accounts were examined 
and checked. The recorded receipts were checked with the payments to 
the treasurer, the abatements as recorded were compared with the records 
of the departments authorized to grant them, and the outstanding accounts 
were listed and proved with the accountant’s ledger controls. 


The records of apportioned assessments were examined and checked. 
The payments in advance, as recorded, were checked with the treasurer’s 
cash book, the amounts apportioned, added to taxes, and suspended were 
verified, and the assessments not due were listed and reconciled with the 
accountant’s ledger. 

Verification of the outstanding tax, excise, assessment, departmental, 
and water accounts was obtained by mailing notices to a number of persons 
whose names appeared on the books as owing money to the town, the 
replies received thereto indicating that the accounts, as listed, are correct. 


The financial records of the town clerk were examined. The collections 
on account of dog and sporting licenses issued and from marriage inten- 
tions, recording fees, and miscellaneous charges were verified and compared 
with the payments to the town treasurer and to the Division of Fisheries 
and Game. The cash book was added throughout, and the cash balance 
on April 30, 1960 was verified by actual count of the cash in the office and 
by reconciliation of the bank balance with a statement furnished by the 
bank of deposit. 

The surety bonds filed by the several town officials for the faithful 
performance of their duties were examined and found to be in proper form. 


The available records of departmental cash collections by the board of 
selectmen, and the sealer of weights and measures, as well as by the police, 
health, school, library, and cemetery departments, and by all other depart- 
ments in which money was collected for the town, were examined and 
checked. The recorded collections were compared with the payments to 
the treasurer as shown by the treasurer’s and the accountant’s records, 
and the cash on hand in the several departments, including petty cash 
advances, was proved by actual count. 
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Appended to this report, in addition to the balance sheet, are tables 
showing reconciliations of the treasurer’s and town clerk’s cash, sum- 
maries of the tax, assessment, tax title, departmental, and water accounts, 
together with schedules showing the condition and transactions of the 
trust, investment and retirement funds. 


For the cooperation extended by all town officials during the progress 
of the audit, I wish, on behalf of my assistants and for myself, to express 
appreciation.

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Report of Building Committee for 
Enlarged Facilities for Senior and Junior 


High School and Administrative Offices 


I—The Inadequacy of Existing Secondary School Facilities 

The secondary school facilities for the town consist of the Senior High 
School now housing grades 9, 10, 11 and 12 and the Junior High School now 
housing grades 7 and 8. The capacity of the Senior High School is seriously 
overtaxed. Students are studying under very unsatisfactory conditions in 
the auditorium. The cafeteria is on a three-shift basis with the result that 
the students have inadequate time to finish one class, go to lunch, and get 
to their next class. When classes change, the congestion in the corridors is 
so serious that there are times when lines of students are immobile for as 
much as five minutes at a time—the danger to the safety of students in 
such a situation is obvious. Some students taking science courses are unable 
to get adequate laboratory training because the laboratory capacity is lim- 
ited and not all the students needing laboratory work can get it. The edu- 
cational program of the school and the ability of its graduates to go on 
to further training and be accepted in institutions of higher learning is 
seriously impaired under existing conditions. With the added crowding 
the near future will bring, what is now a bad situation will become an im- 
possible one at the Senior High School. There are 1,190 students in the 
School. It has a maximum capacity of 1,000 students. The decision of 
the School Committee announced last fall to transfer the ninth grade, 
beginning in September 1960, to the Junior High School and to run that 
School on a two-session basis will reduce enrollment in the Senior High 
School to a figure it can accommodate and still leave room to take care of 
the increased enrollments anticipated in the immediate future. This Com- 
mittee has concluded therefore to recommend no changes in the Senior 
High School building. 

The Junior High School, as of the date of this report, has 668 students. 
Its capacity for the new program is 550. When the ninth grade is trans- 
ferred to this School in September 1960, the School will have to be oper- 
ated on a two-session basis until new facilities are provided. Double ses- 
sions mean less education for everyone and difficult schedule and staffing 
problems for School authorities, coupled with serious inconvenience to 
children and parents. Those parents who had to face double sessions a 
few years ago know the problem. It will be with us again this fall and 
without taking into account the increased enrollments the future will bring. 

An important early consideration of the Committee was to estimate 
future enrollments. The Committee recognized that a wise solution of the 
secondary school problem would vary, depending upon what the future 
might hold. If secondary school population were now at a maximum, a rel- 
atively small addition to one or perhaps two of the secondary school build- 
ings might solve the problem, but if school growth is to continue in sub- 
stantial measure, the solution would have to be very different. 
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Numerous studies were made by the Committee and its sub-committee 
on school population. Existing school population figures in the elementary 
grades were carefully examined and projected into the future. Over-all 
population studies for the Town of Winchester made by the Town Planning 
Board, the Town Water and Sewer Board, the Telephone Company, and 
the Edison Light Company for their own planning purposes, were reviewed. 
Population trends and school population figures were projected. A Win- 
chester resident, who is a consultant to the United States Census, with a 
group of interested citizens, volunteered to and did make an independent 
school population survey of their own with particular emphasis on a com- 
parison between the relative family size of families moving into houses that 
changed hands and those moving out. This resulted in the conclusion that 
as the older houses changed hands more children moved into those houses 
than the departing families took out. 


As a result of all of these studies, the Committee in March 1959 took a 
midway position among the various statistical surveys and assumed for 
planning purposes that by the late 1960’s secondary school enrollments 
would then number from 2,200 to 2,300. The existing buildings can accom- 
modate a maximum of 1,550 students. Further studies of predicted enroll- 
ment have confirmed this estimate. Therefore new secondary school facil- 
ities would be required to provide for from 650 to 750 students. The Com- 
mittee also decided that any plan adopted should not foreclose still further 
secondary school expansion in order to take care of further growth in the 
1970’s. The Committee then turned to a study of sites adequate to accom- 
modate secondary school facilities for an additional 650 to 750 students and 
still leave space for further expansion in the 1970’s, if it should be needed. 


II—Site Selection 


Serious consideration was given by the Committee at the outset to at 
least three different plans for providing the additional facilities in the 
center. One plan contemplated putting an addition on each of the two 
buildings now in the center. Another contemplated a large addition to the 
Junior High School and none to the Senior High School. A third contem- 
plated closing Main Street and building a single separate detached building 
to provide the additional facilities. A proposal to make some use of the 
Wadleigh School was investigated and abandoned as uneconomical and 
impractical. At the same time that plans in the center were being con- 
sidered, the Committee investigated sites outside the center and finally 
narrowed them down to five. 


The Committee’s architect was then instructed to make preliminary 
and tentative cost estimates on these numerous alternatives. This was 
done. The Committee consulted, among others, its educational consultant 
and the staff of the Massachusetts School Building Assistance Commis- 
sion with particular reference to building in the center. The recommenda- 
tions of those consulted and the decision of the Committee was to recom- 
mend new facilities outside of the center. The principal reasons for the 
Committee’s conclusions to build outside the center are as follows:— 
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1. Building outside the center avoids the problem of seriously over- 
burdening the center site. The land available in the center does 
not now meet generally accepted national educational area stan- 
dards for secondary schools, nor does it meet the standards of the 
Massachusetts School Building Assistance Commission. To crowd 
another 650 to 750 students in the area would make a bad situation 
worse. 


2. Building outside the center assures of State Aid, which amounts 
to almost 22% of the cost of the building. It is extremely unlikely 
the project would qualify for State Aid if built in the center. 


3. From a long-range planning standpoint, building outside the cen- 
ter solves the problem of taking care of future growth in the 1970’s. 
If the growth pattern continues in the 1970’s, and we have an ade- 
quate site outside the center, increased facilities can be added at 
that time on that site without overdevelopment of the site. The 
outside site now recommended is large enough for substantial fur- 
ther expansion. This would not be true in the center. 


4. Construction outside the center avoids multi-story buildings which 
are expensive, and also extensive renovations of the existing build- 
ings in order to permit a reasonable and logical arrangement of the 
special purpose classrooms, such as science, homemaking, industrial 
arts, etc. The buildings in the center and the layout of those sites 
were not designed for further substantial additions. 


5. Taking State Aid into account and the more expensive type of 
construction required for building in the center, the least expen- 
sive solution is to build out of the center. 


6. Two schools of 600 to 750 capacity each avoid the big institution 
aspect of a single Junior High School for 1,300 students and makes 
easier the transition from elementary school to high school. 


7. Traffic problems in the center area are avoided. 


At the town meeting in March 1958, the Committee was directed by 
the Representative Town Meeting to continue their work on sites outside 
the center and to further develop their preliminary plans and cost estim- 
ates. In October 1958, the Committee recommended to the town meeting 
the construction of a school on the Well-field site—estimated to cost $1,700,- 
000. The town meeting accepted the recommendation. At the referendum 
which followed the town meeting, a two-thirds vote of the vote cast was 
required to support the program. An affirmative vote of approximately 59% 
of those voting was received. This substantial vote led the Committee to 
conclude that the Well-field site should receive further extensive study. 

At a special town meeting in January 1959, three new members were 
added to the Committee and the Committee was instructed to proceed fur- 
ther with its work. The Committee, as reconstituted, again proceeded to 
make an exhaustive study of the various sites, both in and out of the center. 
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In April 1959, a public hearing was held at which the center site and the 
sites outside the center were discussed. There was an excellent attendance 
at this hearing, probably more were present than at any public hearing 
for many years, and a straw vote taken as to site preference. The so-called 
Mahoney-West Side Playground site and the Well-field site were the two 
leaders, with the Well-field site the favorite. In November 1959, the Com- 
mittee went to the Representative Town Meeting and the various alternate 
sites, including the center, were presented to the town meeting members for 
debate and consideration. The project as then presented was estimated to 
cost $1,500,000, a saving of $200,000 over the preceding estimate. Tentative 
plans and cost estimates for other sites were also presented. The town 
meeting, after full debate and opportunity to pick and choose between 
the several sites, selected the Well-field site. The meeting appropriated 
$70,000 for detailed plans and working drawings which have since been 
prepared and are now out to bid and will be presented for acceptance at 
a town meeting on May 19, 1960. 


11I—The Well-Field Site 


The Well-field site consists of approximately twenty-five acres of land, 
lying almost midway along the northeast-southwest axis of Winchester, 
and on the northern side of the east-west axis. It is bounded by Horn Pond 
Brook Road, Pond Street, Brantwood Road, and land of private owners. 
A plan accompanying this report shows the location of the site. The land 
is owned by the town. There will therefore be no land acquisition costs 
which would be as high as $100,000 or more, if privately owned land were 
to be acquired for the school. The area to be used for the school and the 
playing fields is generally flat. Tests of subsoil conditions show good footing 
for foundations. From a standpoint of site development costs, the Well- 
field site is the most economical of those considered. 


The site is adequate in size to support an extensive future building 
program, if the 1970’s and later years prove one to be necessary, and the 
building now to be built is so located on the site that a new wing or 
separate detached building can readily be added. 


IV—Size of the School 


Earlier in this report it was stated that the Committee’s estimate for 
additional space requirements was from 650 to 750 pupils. The Committee 
early decided the core facilities for the new building—i.e—gymnasium, 
cafeteria, heating plant, and like facilities should be large enough to accom- 
modate the larger of the two figures. The Committee was uncertain whether 
classroom space should be built at the outset for 750 or some smaller num- 
ber. The Committee did not want to overbuild. On the other hand, it did 
not want to underbuild, as has so often happened in Winchester with other 
School building programs. 


The Committee is also under the vote of the town meeting establishing 
the Committee responsible for providing space for School Department of- 
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fices. Preliminary investigation of the cost of constructing outside office 
facilities for the School Department staff indicated that from 4,500 to 5,000 
square feet would be needed at a cost of about $90,000, including furnishings 
and architect’s fees. It then became apparent to the Committee that it 
could solve both its problems by building classroom space now large enough 
for 750 students and let the School Department use part of this space for 
its offices, until such time as it would be needed for student use. This 
seemed an excellent compromise solution of the size problem; the Commit- 
tee adopted it, and the town meeting approved. Accordingly, it will be 
seen that the lower level at the east end of the building temporarily is 
partitioned so as to provide classroom space at some future time for 150 
students, but is currently being fitted for School Department offices. 


V—Cost of the School — Effect on Tax Rate 


The gross cost of the entire project, including construction of build- 
ing, site development costs, furnishing and equipping the building and 
even surfacing a portion of Horn Pond Brook Road, which is not now sur- 
faced, will approximate $1,500,000. This is $200,000 less than the estimated 
cost at the time of the 1958 referendum. These estimated savings have 
been effected by more careful design and layout of classrooms, moving the 
building down hillside to the more level portion of the land, eliminating 
the two-story sections for general classroom use which had previously 
been planned, eliminating the auditorium and combining it with the cafe- 
teria to make what is called a “cafetorium”, adopting a flat roof for much 
of the building instead of the conventional roof the earlier plans had in- 
cluded, economizing on interior finish and equipment, and other econo- 
mies which do not affect the educational program. It should be realized 
that at the time this report is prepared the cost figures are estimated only. 
Actual figures cannot be given until the bids are received on May 16, 1960. 
The Committee believes the school as now designed and planned is an 
economical school. Particular attention has been given to providing indus- 
trial arts and homemaking areas larger than those originally planned. 


We have been successful in reducing the cost of the school substantially 
from what was estimated for the 1958 program. The estimate for construc- 
tion of the building is $1,150,000, or $14.50 per square foot. This is econom- 
ical construction. The cost per pupil for the entire project fully furnished 
and equipped comes to $2,000. A recent study by the state on the cost of 
secondary schools in the years 1956 and 1957 showed an average cost of 
$2,488 per pupil, substantially higher than for our proposed school. 

The Finance Committee estimates the school building project will mean 
not more than $2.00 on the tax rate, if financed on a twenty-year bond 
issue. 


VI—Who Will Use The School? 


~The School Committee has announced that students from the Noonan, 
Parkhurst, Wyman and new Johnson Road School districts would go to the 
proposed Junior High School, and students from the Washington, Lincoln 
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and Mystic Schools would go to the present Junior High School in the 
center. 

A study by the School Department on projected enrollments for the 
two Junior High Schools, using the students now in the elementary schools 
as a starting point and assuming a 5% per year increase (actually over the 
last ten-year period the annual increase averaged almost 8% in enrollments 
for Grades 7, 8 and 9), gives the following enrollments for the two schools 
in the years indicated— 


Year Present Junior High Proposed Junior High 
1961 506 573 
1962 489 581 
1963 492 573 
1964 493 598 
1965 507 624 
1966 528 674 


Of course no projection of future enrollments can be certain, but in 
the light of the above figures the Committee’s decision to build the new 
school for 750 makes sense, particularly when it is hedged with the idea 
of using any excess space there may be in the new building in the early 
years for the School Department administrative staff. 


ViI—Building Layout and Design Characteristics 


The proposed building will provide, on the main floor, 23 classrooms 
including two complete science laboratories, two classrooms fitted with 
science demonstration desks, three foreign language rooms, and rooms for 
instruction in art, homemaking and typing. Four of the classrooms will 
be arranged so that they may be sub-divided into smaller rooms for more 
individual-type group instruction. In addition, there will be a library, two 
music rooms, three rooms for industrial arts, and a large room for study 
hall purposes or visual educational programs. To complement the instruc- 
tional areas, there will also be on the main floor a cafeteria and assembly 
room with platform, a double gymnasium with locker rooms, cafeteria- 
kitchen, boiler room and service and storage rooms. On the lower floor 
will be five additional classroom spaces which will be sub-divided by means 
of removable partitions into office space for the Superintendent of Schools. 

The special instructional areas: art, music, industrial arts, home- 
making, library, cafeteria and gymnasium, are of sufficient size to accom- 
modate a school of 750 pupils. Future classroom expansion would be in 
the form of a wing located up the hillside to the south of the proposed 
building. 

All classrooms are large enough to accommodate 30 pupils, but the size 
of the average class is planned to be 25. 

Every square foot of floor area is subject to maximum use as teaching 
space. The building contains only 106 square feet per pupil (based on 750 
capacity) whereas the Massachusetts average for a secondary school of this 
type is 118 square feet per pupil. Planning economies include such devices 
as combining assembly requirements with cafeteria; reducing the area of 
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corridor space and the length of exterior wall by using classrooms that are 
square rather than broad in shape; and by taking advantage of the 
natural slope of the site to provide above-grade rooms on the lower floor. 
The gymnasium and cafeteria, which require the greatest amount of 
heating equipment and hot water supply, have been located adjacent to 
the boiler room; so that the required mechanical services can be concen- 
trated at one end of the building. The locker rooms are placed one over 
the other to economize on plumbing. 


Educational requirements are enclosed within a simple rectangular 
structure which permits the repetitive use of standard-sized structural 
components. The structure will be a combination of reinforced concrete 
and light steel framing with masonry walls and dividing partitions. Floors 
in toilet rooms, kitchen and locker rooms will be ceramic or quarry tile. 
Wooden floors are specified for the gymnasium and platform. Other floors 
throughout the building will be asphalt and vinyl asbestos tile. Glazed 
structural tile walls will be used in the toilet rooms, kitchen and locker 
rooms and elsewhere where they may be subject to great wear. The solid 
walls on the exterior of the building are faced with brick or pre-cast 
masonry units. 


Vili—Credits 


The Committee has been in existence for more than three years. 
During this period it has sought and received assistance and advice from 
many town boards and town departments. The School Department has 
labored with us constantly over the years. The Planning Board has 
provided us with the services of their professional consultant whose report 
on the various possible sites was of invaluable assistance. The Engineering 
Department has helped with site surveys, cost estimates of roadways, and 
the like. The Water and Sewer Board have released to us not all the land 
we would like but enough to enable us to do a real job. Members of prior 
School Building Committees have advised and consulted with us. For 
approximately two years we have had help and assistance from Kargman, 
Mitchell & Sargent, widely known educational consultants. Our architects, 
Smith & Sellew, recognized experts in the school construction field have 
attended almost every one of our many meetings, and we have gained 
and benefited much from their wisdom and advice. The staff of the 
Massachusetts School Building Assistance Commission has been generous 
with their advice. They have given us preliminary approval of our plans 
and final approval is assured once town action is completed. We are grate- 
ful also to our former opponents. The School we now propose is a less 
expensive one than was proposed in 1958, and yet no damage is done to 
the prescribed educational program. Many of our former opponents have 
affirmatively joined us and many others no longer oppose. 


1X—Conclusion 


The Committee earnestly solicits the support of the citizens of Win- 
chester for this project. The children need the school just as soon as it 
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can be built. Delay will be expensive. The proposed school is economical. 
The support of this program by all town meeting members and citizens 
of the town will enable the Committee to put its recommendation into 
effect and solve at least for the children now in the school system their 
major secondary school building problems for the next ten years.

Report of Town Forest Committee 


Board of Selectmen 
Winchester, Massachusetts 


Gentlemen: 


The Forest—Clara G. Brooks Woods—experienced a year of happen- 
ings both good and bad. On the former side, forestry work under an out- 
side contract in the approximate and modest amount of $1500.00 made 
telling improvements in the condition and appearance of large oaks, pines 
and maples in the western part of the property. Some desirable attendant 
brush clearing was also accomplished in this and the central part of the 
Woods. A certain amount of volunteer work, and work by Town forces 
(the latter largely the removal of debris) took place. 

Another favorable item was the acquisition by the Town for the Forest, 
through gift of three Winchester citizens, of about two acres of adjacent 
woodland. This new area extends the northern limits of the Forest and 
contains some magnificent trees, including a huge white oak, the largest 
tree in the entire Forest. All told, Brooks Woods now comprises some 
twenty-eight acres, with various species of trees, shrubs and flowers—an 
unique and handsome property the Town is fortunate to own. 

Space of this sort in Winchester or any other suburb is growing more 
and more scarce with each passing year. The Committee commends to the 
Board of Selectmen and the Planning Board the possibility and desirabil- 
ity of the Town obtaining and establishing another forest area in the 
wooded section of the West Side hills and slopes before the opportunity 
to do this is gone. If such a move carries the connotation of a “luxury” 
item, the Committee points to those areas set aside for the Town’s embel- 
lishment by far-seeing citizens of the days when Winchester was a far 
less populous place than now, and which have long since proved their 
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worth in aiding to set the character of the Town and to further the enjoy- 
ment and pride of its citizens in it. 


Reverting with reluctance to the “bad” side of the year, four fires, all 
apparently deliberately set, took their toll of many young pines and other 
species. That the damage was not more extensive is due to the prompt 
arrival and fast work of regular and volunteer firefighters. 


Cutting down and despoiling of hardwood and evergreen trees, several 
as large as six inches in diameter, has gone on from time to time, as has 
the indiscriminate scattering of the remains of picnic lunches. 


The Committee has again requested, and is now receiving, more fre- 
quent policing of the Forest. New signs have been printed (through the 
generosity of a citizen and without expense to the Town) and are being 
spotted here and there over the property. Their wording was discussed 
with the Town Counsel in advance. They warn against the setting of 
fires, and they cite the heavy financial penalties (under Massachusetts 
General Laws) for injuring or destroying shrubs, plants and trees. They 
conclude with the sentence “Help Preserve our Forest.” The Committee 
hopes that the presence of these signs will help bring about a changed at- 
titude on the part of those few individuals who have, in the past, dealt 
unkindly with a Winchester asset of such beauty and such quiet recrea- 
tional value to young and old—hopes, too, that there will be no additions 
to this unwelcome list. 

In 1961, the Committee plans to continue its forestry operations already 
so well begun and with such attractive results, and will again request a 
$1500.00 appropriation to this end.

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Report of Methods and 
Procedures Committee 


This committee, established by vote of the 1960 Town Meeting, is best 
described as the successor to the Fiscal Survey Committee. It was establish- 
ed as an advisory body with the duty of observing fiscal and office proce- 
dures in effect in the various town offices and departments, and recom- 
mending desirable changes in such procedures to the departments or to 
the town meeting. 


Our predecessors worked hard and well for five years in the area of 
modernizing office procedures and consolidating office personnel. However, 
as they said in their final report, continuing attention should be paid to 
the town’s fiscal practices so that the recent improvement is maintained, 
and the town will not again lag so noticeably in this respect. 


The first project handled by.us was a revision in the procedures for 
handling accounting and reporting of trust fund income. A revised proce- 
dure will go into operation as of January 1 and should be simpler, provide 
better information and control of restricted expenditures, and, surprising- 
ly, may prove cheaper by reducing State audit fees. The principal Town 
officers and departments involved are the Library, Commissioners of Trust 
Funds, Treasurer, and Town Accountant, to all of whom we are indebted 
for their wholehearted cooperation. 


Currently under study is a proposal for the acquisition of an addition- 
al accounting machine and the modification of the present one now in 
use in the Town Accountant’s office. We anticipate reporting on this study 
at the March town meeting, probably under a special article since any 
recommendation is expected to relate to more than one department. 


After discussion with the Finance Committee, we have planned for the 
near future a study of the feasibility and desirability of an inventory of 
office equipment and a related summary of the skills and availability of 
equipment operators. 


The services of this committee are available to every officer and depart- 
ment and we would appreciate suggestions or advice from them or from 
any Town Meeting Member. In closing, we would like to express our grati- 
tude to our unofficial but diligent secretary, the Town Accountant.

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Report of the Winchester Development 
and Industrial Commission 


In the latter part of 1959 and the early months of 1960 your Commis- 
sion made a concerted effort to advise numerous prospects and various 
groups of the industrial opportunities in Winchester. Leading companies, 
such as Ford Motor Company, Raytheon, Polaroid and others were con- 
tacted. The Boston Chamber of Commerce, B & M Railroad, Edison and 
Telephone Company were among business and industrial groups that were 
advised. Special tours were conducted to the several plants and vacancies 
in town. For example, the Boston Director of the Chamber of Commerce 
visited on a personal tour all existing vacant industrial sites, and several 
going corporations. Practically every Winchester Real Estate Broker has 
been advised of the areas available and certain large Boston brokers have 
the information on file. One large Boston broker, Henderson & Ross, has 
advertised in Boston and other newspapers and has written numerous let- 
ters to potential prospects on the Beggs & Cobb site in particular. This 
firm had exclusive sales rights and worked cooperatively with your Com- 
mission in an effort to get a desirable prospect located at this very strategic 
and important location. 


The Winchester Star has cooperated on many occasions and had a 
splendid article on the areas avaliable in Winchester as late as November 
3, 1960. 


The industrial development problem in Winchester is not as serious 
as in other areas. We are essentially residential and have but few areas 
available for further development. The principal ones are as follows: 


Beggs & Cobb property—about 11 to 12 acres 

Winchester Crushed Stone, available land about 6 acres 

Parkview Electronics Area off Cross Street 

J.J. Fitzgerald land, 3 acres 

Cullen land, now under lease in part 

Town owned land, Tufts Road (foot), partial industrial, partial resi- 
dential, control of Selectmen 


Your Commission is not asking that any additional areas be rezoned 
for industry, nor is it seeking any curtailment of existing areas. The prin- 
cipal interest of your Commission is to attract the most desirable indus- 
try we can find and to cooperate every way possible when such a prospect 
materializes.

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Interim Report of the Building Laws 
Revisions Committee 


At the last Annual Representative Town Meeting, Article 34 was passed 
which legislated the formation of a committee to revise the town’s build- 
ing laws with special attention given to the formation of a building permit 
fee schedule. 


Subsequent to the adjournment, the following members were appointed 
by the moderator to compose the committee: Albert G. H. Dietz, Robert S. 
Baylies, Harry J. Stabile, James B. L. Lane, and Irving W. Dingwell, Jr. 


On May 7, on the call of the moderator, a meeting was held to organize 
the committee and Mr. Stabile was elected temporary chairman and Mr. 
Dingwell, Secretary. At a later meeting, Mr. Dietz accepted the post of 
permanent chairman. During the summer, thirteen organizations were 
contacted which are connected with the building industry. From those 
organizations a number of standard codes and suggested standards were 
received and subsequently reviewed. 


An article for the warrant of the Annual Town Meeting of 1961 will 
be prepared. Recommendations will be made to modify the sections of the 
building laws pertaining to the administration of the Laws; i.e., definitions, 
organization, fee schedules, and the board of appeal. At a later date, re- 
commendations will be made for changes to those sections of the building 
laws pertaining to the mechanical construction of buildings covered by 
the laws.

The year 1960 has been the busiest the Winchester Public Library has 
experienced. The increased activity is to a large extent the result of the 
population growth in Winchester. This past year, there has been greater 
use of the library during the abnormal crowding of public school facilities 
pending completion of the present building program. However, the Trustees 
feel that major factors contributing to the increase are the additional facil- 
ities made available by major renovations and rearrangements completed 
in 1959, the excellent book collection maintained, and the splendid services 
offered by the Library Staff. 

Study and reading areas have been enlarged to the limited extent 
possible in the present building, more books are displayed on shelves in the 
main reading rooms, adequately lighted stacks are now accessible to both 
young people and adults, and particular attention has been given to im- 
proving and expanding the reference and science collections. Some statis- 
tics covering this increased use, which may be of interest to the public, are 
included with the Librarian’s Report. ; 

The Trustees are endeavoring to maintain the excellence of the Public 
Library, believing that the town’s people want something superior in this 
aspect of municipal service. Several recommendations are being made to 
further this purpose. 
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As to the building itself, it is architecturally handsome, well built and, 
recently, attractively landscaped. In 1932 it was planned as part of a civic 
center and carefully located between Washington Street, the Town Hall 
and the Mill Pond. How much more attractive the library and this area 
would be without the Cutting House, which was scheduled for removal 
when the library was built. For some years, it was used as a temporary 
expedient, for municipal purposes. It would seem that adequate accommo- 
dations could be found elsewhere for the activity being carried on now in 
this property, which, while highly commendable, is not a municipal func- 
tion for which the Town is responsible. 

A regular maintenance program is in effect to keep the Library build- 
ing in good condition. When the Town decided three years ago that other 
pressing commitments made it inadvisable to proceed with the addition to 
the Library recommended by the Building Committee created by vote of 
' the Town Meeting, the Trustees revised the use of the present building 
space. However, it has become increasingly evident that an addition must 
be provided to give the Town more adequate library facilities and a study 
committee will again be requested in the near future. 

The Town has been most fortunate in the caliber of its Library Staff. 
It has been the policy of the Trustees to have a substantial number of 
its employees trained professional librarians. Obtaining new people with 
library degrees is more difficult each year. There are many times more 
vacancies existing than there are library school graduates available. The 
salaries paid in the large cities and even in small libraries in other sections 
of the country, lure trained people away from towns with lower salary 
schedules. This condition should be recognized and appropriate action 
taken to meet the problem. The Trustees feel that some upgrading of 
professional librarians’ salaries is necessary to maintain an adequate top- 
level staff. 

Much time has been spent this past year in considering the policy and 
procedure of book selection. Fully aware that the townspeople want as fine 
a collection, in breadth, in quality and in number, as the funds appropriated 
will allow, the Trustees are endeavoring to assist the Librarian in this 
difficult phase of her responsibilities. 

Again this year, the Library has received several monetary gifts includ- 
ing $1827 from the Estate of Daniel B. Badger, $1000 from the William E. 
and Bertha E. Schrafft Charitable Trust, and $100 from the Estate of 
Ella May Emerson. The Town is most fortunate and the Trustees most 
grateful that these citizens chose the Library as a beneficiary of their 
generosity. 


In keeping with the expressed wish of the late Edgar J. Rich with 
respect to the use of his bequest to the Library, a Rich Lecture was deliver- 
ed in May by Professor Mark DeWolfe Howe of Harvard Law School. Prior 
to the address, prizes and certificates were awarded to the winners of the 
Lincoln and Lee Essay Competition among pupils of the Winchester High 
School. The first prize was for Ronald W. Chabot’s essay on “The Religious 
Life of Abraham Lincoln,” the second to Laurence R. Owen for her essay 
entitled ‘Lee the Virginian; His Fateful Decision.” 
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The Trustees were pleased to cooperate with the Winchester Art Asso- 
ciation in its use of the Library for several interesting art exhibitions and 
a series of lectures and demonstrations on subjects of interest to its mem- 
bers. 

It was with sincere regret that in June, the Trustees accepted the resig- 
nation of Mr. Miller F. Cook as Reference Librarian. Mr. Cook’s eight 
years at the Winchester Library earned him high praise from those who 
worked with him and from many users of the Library who benefited by 
his willing and able service. 

The Board of Trustees is most appreciative of the accomplishments of 
the Staff members during the past year. Because there were vacancies 
which could not be filled, additional duties had to be undertaken by every- 
one. We commend the cooperative spirit of the entire Staff, in this annual 
report to the people of Winchester.

LIBRARIAN’S REPORT 
1960 


Expanding service, and growth in value to the community, are the 
constant goals of every public library. A review of 1960 activity in the 
Winchester Public Library indicates real progress in this direction, espe- 
cially in the use of the Boys’ and Girls’ Room by young people through the 
eighth grade. There is also more extensive use of the Adult Library facil- 
ities by both high school and college students. 


Growth 


In 1932, the first year in the present library building, there were 3,072 
books in the Children’s Room and during that year children borrowed 
37,235 books. Winchester then had a population of about 13,000. By the 
end of 1960, with a population increase to 19,376, the Children’s Room col- 
lection has grown to over 15,000 books, and the 1960 circulation to over 
96,000. In the past five years alone, growth in children’s circulation has 
increased by 45%. 

With more than 3,600 children in elementary grades, and with the 
higher standards now being emphasized in all grades, creating a constant 
increase in use of the library, space in the Children’s Room is entirely 
inadequate. Grades seven and eight in all schools at present number 
about 800 students, and facilities for this Junior High group should be in 
a separate section apart from the younger children. This age group does 
not have the books nor the reference help it needs in the crowded Chil- 
dren’s Room. 
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The Library is receiving many requests, from parents as well as stu- 
dents, that 7th and 8th graders be transferred to the Adult Library, but use 
of that area by older students is already heavy. There are over 1200 high 
school students entitled to the privileges of the Adult Library. An 8 p.m. 
count during October and November showed 55-60 students Monday eve- 
nings, 45-50 students on both Tuesday and Wednesday evenings, the stu- 
dents representing about 75% of those using the library. In view of the 
above, older readers would not be given proper consideration if 7th and 
8th graders were allowed to join the high school and college students now 
using the adult facilities. 


Service 

Use of the library continued to increase in all directions. Based on 
the 1960 official U.S. census of 19,376 the borrowing of library materials was 
11.8 per capita in 1960 (the 1959 figure for the state was 6.5 books per capita). 
The Reference Department handled more than 100 books through Inter- 
library Loan in 1960; planned and supervised many exhibits; and answered 
an average of over 300 counted questions a month. Staff members com- 
piled and mimeographed such special booklists as — Lenten Reading, Adult 
Books of Interest to Young Adults, Children’s Books for Summer Reading, 
Films and Filmstrips. Thanks to the friendly cooperation of the Winchester 
Star, the books which appeared on the New Book Table were listed each 
week in the paper as a public service. 

The Head Librarian met monthly with other librarians of the Metro- 
politan Boston Library Planning Council. During 1960 this group made 
a survey of magazines in each of the member libraries, and it is hoped 
eventually to have a union list of magazines available in the entire Metro- 
politan Area. As a result of the 1959 Reference survey done by this group, 
the Winchester reference collection, both in the Children’s Room and the 
Adult Library, has been improved by the addition of recommended items, 
especially in the field of science. 

The Children’s Room attracted 363 children to become active members 
of the Summer Reading Club, and of these, 191 read 10 books each to win 
award ribbons during the summer. Eight elementary school classes visited 
the library with their teachers to receive instruction in use of the library, 
and to be introduced to the best children’s books. Ten classes of 8th 
graders (338 students) visited with their teachers in June, were shown an 
instructional film on use of the library, given a tour, and transferred as 
9th graders to the Adult Library. On Saturday, November 5th, the Chil- 
dren’s Room broke all records when 772 books were charged out in one day! 

The library loaned over 2,000 books to patients and staff members at 
the Winchester Hospital during the year. Mrs. Laban of the library staff 
was assisted by En Ka volunteer aides in this service. The Home for Aged 
People was supplied with 200 books during the year. 


Rich Room 


Seven organizations of the town regularly hold their meetings in the 
Rich Room of the library, and a dozen additional groups have used the 
room during the past year. Film programs, story hours and school classes 
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have also met here so that the room has been used on 130 different occa- 
sions in 1960. The library projectors (film and slide) have been used by 8 
groups for their programs. Use of the room and janitor service are provided 
during library hours as a public service for any civic, educational, or 
cultural purpose. 


Library Film Programs 

For 21 weeks (October-March) the Library has presented an educa- 
tional and entertaining film program on Friday evenings for ‘Family 
Night,” and the same program for children only on Saturday mornings. 
The library is a member of the Massachusetts Library Film Cooperative, 
through which films are borrowed, and was represented at its monthly 
meetings by Miss Russell or Mrs. Roberts who planned and presented the 
film programs during the year. The Friday evening attendance averaged 
37 (14 adults and 23 children). Saturday morning brought 55-65 children 
to the program and several times there were more children than seats. 


National Library Week 

National Library Week 1960 was observed April 3-9 with the able assis- 
tance of a citizens’ committee headed by Mrs. Edward S. Rendall. Book 
exhibits were arranged in the windows of cooperating stores about town. 
Featured in displays at the library were books of special interest to young 
adults. Once again the Winchester Star emphasized the importance of 
the library to the community by a feature article in the April 1st edition. 
On Sunday, April 10, an Open House was held at the library. The main 
attractions were the exhibit of local artists, and the local history collection 
shown by Miss Jean MacLellan of the Winchester Historical Society. 


Staff 
Miss Russell participated in the monthly Book Review meetings at the 
Boston Public Library, where Children’s Librarians of the area review 
new children’s books as an aid in purchasing the best. She also represented 
the library in June at the joint convention of the American Library Asso- 
ciation and the Canadian Library Association held in Montreal. 


The library has missed the help of two Senior Clerks of long exper- 
ience, Miss Mary Lou Molinaro and Mrs. Carolyn Lucy, who left the Staff 
during the year. Mrs. Laban became Senior Clerk, and Mrs. Beal joined 
the staff as Senior Clerk (Secretary). Two 1960 Winchester High School 
graduates were appointed as new Junior Clerks. Mrs. Cleaves and Mrs. 
Govoni, former part time workers, were appointed as regular half-time 
Junior Clerks. 


Miss Sharon Sapp, 1960 graduate of Kent State University (Ohio) who 
took library courses as part of her college work, was appointed General 
Professional Assistant. William Scannell, who had Reference experience 
at the Boston Public Library, served as Reference Librarian for the last 
half of 1960 after Mr. Cook’s resignation. The vacancy in the position of 
Assistant Librarian is to be filled in January, 1961. 

Gifts And Exhibits 

The library is grateful for the gifts of books, records and magazines 

donated during the year by many residents of the Town. A gift especially 
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valued by the Children’s Room was a coliection of thirty beautiful chil- 
dren’s books given in memory of Miss Loretta Carleton by a group of her 
friends. 

The library is indebted to townspeople who have loaned exhibits on 
such diverse subjects as Rachmaninoff, rocks and minerals, photography, 
and stamps. The Girl Scouts, Winchester School Department, Mental 
Health Association, and League of Women Voters have also supplied mate- 
rial for interesting and informative exhibits during the year. As in past 
years, the library has greatly appreciated the changing art exhibits ar- 
ranged by members of the Winchester Art Association, especially the April 
exhibit of the work of local artists. 

Friendly comments and suggestions have been received with apprecia- 
tion from many townspeople during the year. Thanks are due the Board 
of Trustees for the hours of time willingly given to any library problem.

Report of the Board of 
Public Welfare and Bureau of 
Old Age Assistance 


The Board of Public Welfare continues to have the responsibility of 
administering four programs of assistance; General Relief, Old Age Assis- 
tance, Aid to Dependent Children and Aid to Permanently and Totally 
Disabled Persons (commonly referred to as Disability Assistance). As of 
October 1, 1960, a fifth program of assistance was created, namely: Medical 
Assistance for the Aged. The program of General Relief is entirely con- 
trolled by the Board of Public Welfare. The programs of Old Age Assis- 
tance, Aid to Dependent Children, Aid to the Permanently and Totally 
Disabled and now Medical Assistance for the Aged are Federal programs 
and are administered by the Board under the supervision of the State 
Department of Public Welfare. 96% of the caseload and 94% of the expen- 
ditures are in the Federal programs while only 4% of the caseload and 
6% of the expenditures are for the General Relief program. 

The Public Welfare Department is an important part of the economic 
structure of the town. While its basic function is the granting of assis- 
tance to needy persons, it is also an agency where residents of the town 
can, and do, secure help and guidance with their problems. 

There were three important legislative changes in 1969. 

1. Chapter 781 of the Acts of 1960 which established the fifth program 
of assistance administered by the Board of Public Welfare: Medi- 
cal Assistance for the Aged. This law became effective October 
1, 1960. 

2. Chapter 795 of the Acts of 1960 which provides for an increase in 
the Transportation Allowance under Old Age Assistance. This law 
is effective January 1, 1961. 

3. Chapter 659 of the Acts of 1960 which provides for two new budget- 
ary items under Disability Assistance. These are: Leisure Time 
Activity, $4.00 monthly and Transportation Allowance, $2.50 month- 
ly. 

Also, the State ordered a 5.2% cost of living increase for all assistance 

cases. This increase was effective July 1, 1960. 
General Relief 

General Relief is the only program of assistance which is controlled 
entirely by the Board of Public Welfare. It provides assistance to those 
needy persons who do not qualify for one of the Federal programs, such as 
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the unemployed, foster home, or institutional care for children. It is used 
quite frequently for persons applying for assistance under one of the Fed- 
eral programs but who is in need of emergency assistance until eligibility 
is determined for the Federal program for which the person has applied. 

The caseload remained fairly constant throughout the year averaging 
five cases weekly. We received nine applications during the year — eight 
were accepted and one denied. Three returned to employment, three were 
transferred to Federal programs of assistance after their eligibility was 
established. Two cases were closed when through the efforts of the staff, 
the families received sufficient income from other sources. 

Old Age Assistance 

The program of Old Age Assistance is for needy persons 65 years of 
age and over. The cost of this program continues to increase due to the 
ever increasing cost of medical services. 

As of January 1, 1960, we had a caseload of 104 cases. We received 18 
applications during the year — 16 were approved and 2 were denied. 7 were 
transferred to other communities, two received income in excess of their 
budgetary needs, 12 were deceased. On October 1, 1960, 23 Old Age Assis- 
tance cases were transferred to the program of Medical Assistance for the 
Aged. We are presently aiding 79 cases under Old Age Assistance. 

Thirty Old Age Assistance cases received Social Security payments 
totalling $15,702.90 and additional income from various sources such as 
children’s legal contributions, pensions and the like amounting to $3830.31, 
bringing the total resources to $19,533.21 in 1960. Also in 1960, under the 
Old Age Assistance “Property Lien Law”, the department has recovered 
$6,663.14. These recoveries help to reduce the over-all cost of the Old Age 
Assistance program. 

The previously mentioned Chapter 795 pertains to the Old Age Assis- 
tance program only and will increase the cost of Old Age Assistance in 
1961 by approximately $1400. 

Aid To Dependent Children 

The Aid to Dependent Children program provides assistance to chil- 
dren who have been deprived of parental support by reason of the illness, 
death, separation, divorce, or desertion of the parents. On January 1, 
1960, we were aiding nine cases with seventeen children. We received seven 
applications during the year; six were approved and one was denied. 
Through our efforts, two parents became self-supporting through em- 
ployment, two received Social Security benefits in excess of their budgeted 
needs, two received other income in excess of their budgetary allowance. 
At the present time, we have 9 cases with 23 children. We were reimbursed 
$3088.54 as a result of non-support court action against deserting parents 
which reduces the cost of the program. 


Aid to Permanently and Totally Disabled Persons 
This program of Aid to Permanently and Totally Disabled Persons is 
for persons 18 years of age and over who are in need of assistance because 
of a total disability. We were aiding eight cases as of January 1, 1960. 
Five applications were received during the year; four were approved, 
one was denied. As of this date, we are aiding seven cases. 
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Chapter 659 of the Acts of 1960 provides for two new budgetary items: 
$4.00 monthly for Leisure Time Activity and $2.50 monthly for Transporta- 
tion Allowance. Both items are effective January 1, 1961 and based upon 
the present caseload will increase the cost of this program by an estimated 
$550. annually. 


Medical Assistance for the Aged 

We know very little about the overall administration of this program 
of assistance at this time other than what is contained in the law. The 
eligibility requirements have been relaxed somewhat as compared to the 
eligibility requirements in the Old Age Assistance program. All assistance 
under this program must be for medical services. There is no provision for 
basic maintenance needs. Medical Assistance for the Aged became effective 
on October 1, 1960 and we were able to transfer 23 Old Age Assistance cases 
to this program. We receive higher Federal and State grants under this 
program and therefore, by transferring cases which need medical services 
only, reduces the overall cost to the town. 

The Board wishes to take this opportunity to acknowledge with sin- 
cere appreciation, the fine spirit of cooperation given to the Board by all 
the departments within the town government. The Board also wishes 
to offer its sincere thanks to the many organizations in Winchester who 
have given so generously of their time and money to assist the Board 
in helping the less fortunate. 

The following figures are approximate in part, due to the date upon 
which this report must be filed. However, the exact amounts expended 
and reimbursed will be found in the report of the Town Accountant. These 
figures will point up the total expenditures and the reimbursements we 
have received throughout the year from the Federal and State and the 
net cost to the Town.

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Report of the Board of 


Park Commissioners 


The Park Department’s responsibilities cover the care and maintenance 
of all of the Town’s parks, playgrounds and athletic fields as well as the 
grounds of all of the schools. 

This year a new bathhouse was built at Leonard Pool to replace the 
old one which was destroyed by fire. Also at Leonard’s the driveway was 
paved for a distance of approximately 300’ to eliminate the dust nuisance. 
The remaining portion will be paved in 1961. 

The first steps were taken to improve the appearance of the Common. 
Some of the old maple trees which were partly dead were removed and 
replaced along Church Street and Waterfield Road with crabapple trees 
and other flowering shrubs. Along Laraway Road a row of dogwood trees 
was planted, but this planting was paid for by the Rotary Club. An over- 
all plan of the new layout was prepared for the Park Department by a 
professional landscape architect. We expect to resurface the present walk 
and make new ones in certain areas. The new plantings and the walks 
will all fit into the overall plan. 

The Summer Playground Program was very successful this year, with 
better attendance than previous years. 

With the Waterways Committee, the Park Board has continued to try 
to have the Aberjona River dredged in a joint venture with the State 
Waterways Division. The State has now appropriated the money and the 
project should be started early in 1961. 

The Park Department maintains fields for Little League, Babe Ruth 
League and Softball. The Tennis courts are used by a large number of 
children and adults. We provide supervision as well as care for these 
courts. Supervision is also provided for summer basketball. 

Shore Road Field has been rough graded and the grass cut so that 
it can be used as a playground in 1961. The field will also be used by the 
Junior High School for after school play. 

The new Johnson Road School will be in use early in 1961 and the new 
Junior High late in 1961. These two new schools plus Shore Road Field 
will make it necessary for us to request one additional permanent man 
plus two additional temporary help. 

The Park Department wishes to express its appreciation to other Town 
Departments for the cooperation and help they have given during the year.

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Annual Report of the Civil Defense 


The mandatory Radio change-over for the Police and Fire Departments 
is practically complete. To what extent we can save the Town money on 
this installation remains to be seen. Matching Funds have been requested 
from the Government and the Massachusetts Civil Defense, but until these 
branches come to some conclusion as to which part of the expense is above 
the normal requirements of the Town and which is chargeable to Civil 
Defense we are unable to present any figures of savings. 


This new Radio System provides what is known as “Local Frequency” 
for use of any and all branches of Town departments. In other words, 
Winchester has its own allotted Radio Frequency (wave length) assigned 
to it by the Federal Radio Commission, and a similar one may not be 
used by any other near municipality unless the Town grants written per- 
mission. 

In addition another radio set known as “Mutual Police Aid” will be a 
part of a chain of which, at present, about 20 towns form the limits. More 
towns and cities are being added each year thus giving the local author- 
ities an overall picture of existing police activities. This is especially help- 
ful in assisting neighboring municipalities in coordinating their work. 


A similar “set-up” is being considered for the Fire Department in con- 
junction with Civil Defense State Headquarters, but at present conflicting 
wave-lengths are troublesome and must be re-arranged. 


In our Town, the Civil Defense Department consists primarily of three 
groups namely Communication, Auxiliary Police and Auxiliary Firemen, a 
total of approximately 60 volunteers — Town residents who freely give of 
their leisure time to be helpful to all residents. All groups meet weekly 
in their own divisions for practice and instruction. 


The Auxiliary Police under Chief Moffett assist the Regular Police at 
any time at the request and under the direction of Chief of Police Derro. 
The unit is composed of 28 men and they receive about 16 hours training 
per man per year. Their services include traffic supervision every Sunday 
at the various Churches, also Special Parades, Fairs, Carnivals and similar 
affairs. In all they have served some 6,000 hours in 1960. Through their 
own efforts money has been raised independently of Town Funds to equip 
and maintain their headquarters in the basement of the “Star” building. 


Our Communications group under the direction of Dr. Michael Mac- 
Kenzie and Mr. James Baldwin are continuing their weekly “net exercises” 
during which our licensed Radio Amateurs are drilled in proper methods 
of Civil Defense Radio procedures under both normal and emergency con- 
ditions. 


The State Civil Defense conducts frequent Test Exercises between and 
among the Towns and cities, as well as asking us to man our Control Cen- 
tre for expected natural emergencies such as Hurricanes etc. Recently a 
call came in to man the Centre at 12:15 A.M. and within 15 minutes it was 
in operation and remained so until 10:00 P.M. that same day. 
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During part of that time a power failure occurred and the emergency 
power plant installed in the Police Station in 1951 took over for about four 
hours without a note of protest until it was found necessary to use elec- 
tricity for the air compressor that operates the new fire whistle. Then it 
was discovered that the generator was too small to carry the additional 
load. However, with the aid of some ingenious work by the Fire Depart- 
ment, several auxiliary generators were connected in tandem, and these 
plus the regular power plant did the job. 


It was a makeshift operation of course, yet for future emergencies 
it is advisable that the present plant be replaced by a larger one, funds 
for which are included in the 1961 Civil Defense Budget. 


Bruce Hamilton is the Auxiliary Fire Chief and works under the direc- 
tion of Chief James Callahan. The Auxiliary Firemen maintain and operate 
Engine No. 6 and are sent to fires at the discretion and request of the 
Regular Chief. The Auxiliary Fire Department is composed of 15 men 
who are trained annually spring and fall under the direction of Captain 
I. Frank Amico. This course consists of 16 two hour periods. The men 
spent about 800 hours at drill, 800 hours at winter duty assignments and 
~ about 1,000 hours fighting fires in 1960.

Report of the Planning Board 


The Planning Board herewith submits its forty-sixth annual report: 


These are times for careful decision. The rapidity of growth and ex- 
pansion in the Town of Winchester has brought changes which require the 
application of forethought, wisdom, and decisiveness if this Town shall 
maintain and fulfill the high community standards envisioned and built 
by our architects of the past. In an attempt to meet its obligation, your 
Planning Board has been studying and evaluating the effects of these 
changes in relation to the capacity of the Town to cope with them. 

This past year, with the able assistance of our Planning Consultant, 
Mr. Allen Benjamin, we completed the first phase of our comprehensive 
review of Town-Owned Lands. The report submitted to us by Mr. Benjamin 
consists of an inventory of the various areas of land owned by the Town, 
an analysis of their use and adequacy, and preliminary recommendations 
for changes in their use or boundaries, including, where appropriate, propo- 
sals for changes in ownership or jurisdiction. An index and work map was 
prepared for each area and a review was made of Annual Town Reports 
since 1953, Annual Planning Board reports since 1915, and special Planning 
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Board Study reports, including the 1952 master plan, insofar as these 
pertain to the areas under study, their problems and plans. Each area 
was examined in the field to view existing conditions, to evaluate the 
problems and plans presently contemplated, and to determine, in a pre- 
liminary way, desirable future changes. There are fifty-one (51) areas of 
land owned by the Town, consisting of approximately 325.1 acres of land 
and 43.7 acres of water, totalling 368.8 acres. Each of these areas is cata- 
logued by description, extent of use, contemplated changes, limitations on 
future use, and evaluation. It has been determined that 35 of these areas 
require no further study inasmuch as they are sufficiently documented in 
the above-mentionea report or in other recent reports. Further study is 
needed, however, for 16 of the areas and such study will be the content of 
the second phase of our overall public land plan. The areas proposed for 
additional analysis are the Washington School Site, the Mystic School 
Site, the Wadleigh School Site, the sides of the Aberjona River between 
Washington Street and the Woburn line, Leonard Field, the property 
located at the end of Tufts Road between Leonard Field and Irving 
Street, the Winchester High School Site, the Town Forest, the Wyman 
School Site, the sides of the Aberjona River between Skillings Road (the 
by-pass) and Swanton Street, the Noonan School Site, the property located 
on Middlesex Street opposite Fairfield Place, the Wellfield land, the Wild- 
wood Cemetery, the property located on Palmer Street adjacent to Palmer 
Playground and between that street and Wedge Pond, and the Palmer 
Playground. In addition, it is believed that consideration should be given 
to several new areas, to wit, the Aberjona River between Swanton Street 
and the railroad to the north, Horn Pond Brook between Main Street south 
of the By-Pass and the railroad to the east, the validity of the proposal 
in the 1952 Master Plan for a public parking lot on Elmwood Avenue and 
the need for additional new parking areas, the Winter Pond recreation 
area, and possibilities for reservations of permanent public open areas in 
the west side of the Town. This second phase of our study would include 
a detailed analysis of the selected areas and the preparation of a long- 
range plan. It is our hope that, with the assistance of Mr. Sidney Shur- 
cliffe, it can be completed in the ensuing year. As we have said, the de- 
mands for space for the proper functioning and growth of the Town are 
becoming critical and it is our belief that such a study is not only desirable 
but urgent in order that there will be available to town officials, commit- 
tees and voters the knowledge that is necessary for intelligent action. 


The Planning Board has been and is seriously concerned with our 
present zoning provisions for industry. In our opinion, they lack proper 
safeguards for the preservation of the kind of community in which we 
can all take pride. Communities, such as ours, have become industrially 
minded. Growing populations, school crises, a propensity for expensive 
services and facilities, skyrocketing municipal costs, and mounting tax 
rates have generated an interest in industrial growth as one solution to 
the fiscal problems involved. In our own case, the Town created a Devel- 
opment and Industrial Commission in 1959 for the promotion and devel- 
opment of the industrial resources of the Town. 
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Winchester thereby embarked on a program for industrial growth and 
the Commission, quite properly, has been actively engaged in attempting to 
attract to the Town companies seeking new industrial locations. The 
Planning Board is of the opinion that such activity should be supplemented 
with adequate protection for all concerned. Believing the time to be ripe 
for the imposition of restrictions, we prepared and presented to the Town 
Meeting in March a proposal for the amendment of the Zoning By-Laws 
by creating in substitution for our present Industrial Districts a new zone 
entitled “Light Industrial Districts’, by listing affirmatively permissive 
types of light industry believed desirable for the Town, by providing ade- 
quate but modest building line set-backs from streets, adjoining lot lines 
and residential properties, by providing for suitable landscaping and screen- 
ing, by providing for suitable off-street automobile parking space, and by 
providing for the exclusion of residences from industrial districts. Incor- 
porated in these proposals were provisions for relief by the Board of Ap- 
peals in cases of undue hardship. Our purpose was fourfold, (1) To pre- 
serve the residential character of the community as a whole which we would 
achieve by set back of buildings and landscaping, (2) to protect other zones 
from industrial construction which we would achieve by set back of build- 
ings and screening between industrial and residential zones, (3) to relieve 
the Town from the burden and nuisance of street parking of automobiles, 
and (4) to protect industry from residential uses. These aims to provide 
for open spaces with landscaping, parking spaces for cars, and to guard 
against congestion and overcrowding in the industrial zones were thought 
to be consonant with the desires of most townspeople. Nevertheless, our 
proposal was defeated at the Town Meeting. We believe that our purposes 
and aims are valid today. The imposition of restrictions and regulations 
are not synonymous with opposition to industry — in fact your Planning 
Board welcomes the right kind of industry. Protective restrictions of the 
kinds we have proposed not only serve to protect the Town but they also 
serve to protect industrial plants. We believe that forward-looking industry 
desires such protection. The types of new industries we have in mind for 
Winchester wish to locate where it makes sense to them. They consider 
not only costs of production and transportation and the availability of 
labor, but they also consider tax structures, municipal services, and the 
attractiveness of surroundings. It is not sensible for them to invest in the 
construction of modern industrial plants if overcrowding and congestion 
are allowed to detract from their value. The Town of Winchester must be 
worthy of their consideration. In our opinion, they look favorably upon a 
community that is planning for tomorrow’s problems and doing something 
about them today. It is this kind of community which will attract the 
industry we are seeking — a community which by its own actions indicates 
that it is keeping its house in order by providing the planning and services 
which industry seeks. There are presently about 214 million square feet 
of undeveloped land in Winchester that is zoned for industry. We should 
act courageously and decisively to protect our future before it is too late. 


Being cognizant of the present and future problems of providing facili- 
ties for the parking of automobiles, this Board proposed at the Town 
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Meeting in March the establishment of a new classification of Zoning dis- 
tricts entitled “Special Parking Districts”. This was designed to permit 
the Town at any future meeting by a two-thirds vote to establish a parti- 
cular parking district by superimposing the same on a residential district. 
Any parking district so established in a residential zone would be subject 
to the restrictions and regulations of such a zone except that thereafter 
the Board of Appeals could permit the land in the Special Parking District 
to be used for off-street automobile parking lots accessory to lawful uses 
outside the district, provided that in the case of every such parking lot it 
would be used only for private passenger vehicles, no fee would be charged 
for its use, no repair service, sale of gasoline and oil or other commercial 
operation would be permitted, no signs would be permitted other than 
those deemed by the Board as necessary for the orderly parking of vehicles, 
and no accessory buildings would be erected other than a shelter for the 
attendant. It was further provided that in granting such a permit, the 
Board of Appeals should impose such conditions and limitations of design, 
construction, and use as in its opinion would protect the neighborhood and 
the Town, with the minimum requirements that the lot would have a 
hard and dustless surface, it would be screened from view at normal eye 
level from adjacent residential uses by walls, fences, or suitable landscaping, 
and that all lights would be shielded from direct view from streets and 
adjacent residential uses. There are presently some marginal areas zoned 
for residence which abut business districts and which could be used for 
the parking of automobiles with no harm to the community. At the present 
time the only way such an area could be made available for parking would 
be to amend the Zoning by-laws and establish a business use district in 
the location in question. This would throw the land open to a variety of 
non-residential uses and would not give the Town control over a possible 
parking area of the type outlined above. The type of parking area out- 
lined above would have substantial assessable value. An area suitable for 
parking by virtue of its location on a main highway and its proximity to 
non-residential uses might, if restricted only to homes, attract an undesir- 
able type of low-value houses. It seemed to us that this would be one way 
to provide necessary parking facilities for automobiles in certain areas 
with all the proper safeguards for the protection of the community. How- 
ever, this proposal was not acceptable to the Town Meeting. 


The Planning Board sought to authorize the Board of Park Commis- 
sioners on behalf of the Town to take by eminent domain or acquire by 
purchase for public park purposes that portion of the Aberjona River and 
the sides thereof between Swanton Street and the railroad on the north. 
The area in mind consists of 7.9 acres, of which 5.1 acres is the bed of the 
stream, 1.5 acres is the land on the easterly side of the stream and 1.3 
acres is the land on the westerly side thereof. The side areas vary in width 
from 10 to 30 feet. This area is zoned for general residence and is the only 
portion of the Aberjona River that is not presently owned and controlled 
by the Town. We made this proposal to the Town Meeting in March in 
the belief that the Town should acquire this property to provide for dredg- 
ing and other stream improvements, to prevent private filling or other 
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obstructions to the channel which might increase flood damage, and to 
allow landscaping and general improvement of the stream, thus beautify- 
ing the Town. An appraisal by a well qualified professional appraiser set 
the value of the property in the sum of $2,000. Again, this proposal was 
rejected by the Town, although we believe the validity of our proposal still 
stands. 

For many years, Planning Boards serving the Town have felt it essen- 
tial that the Town should acquire the property located at 465 Main Street 
and presently owned by Philip J. McManus and Esther L. McManus. It is 
on the easterly side of Main Street close to the intersection of Washington 
Street. The remainder of the property in the block bounded by Mystic 
Valley Parkway, Main Street, and Washington Street, constitutes the 
grounds and buildings of the Junior High School. The McManus property 
is in a single-family residential zone and consists of 7,139 square feet of 
land with a dwelling house and garage thereon. An unattractive but neces- 
sary fence separates it from the school property. The owners vacated the 
premises this year and the Planning Board believed that this would be an 
opportune time to acquire the property in furtherance of the development 
of the civic center of the Town. Projecting as it does into a corner of the 
cramped Junior High School site, it is clearly evident that this property 
should be acquired to give the Town complete control over the block and 
to provide even a few extra square feet of land. Geographically, the proper- 
ty is a component part of the school grounds. A qualified professional ap- 
praiser set the market value of the property at $25,000. At the Special Town 
Meeting held in October, the Town rejected this proposal. In our opinion, 
affirmative action would have been consistent with sound planning and 
municipal foresight. Even if no immediate and practical use for the build- 
ing on the premises could be presently foreseen, the acquisition of this 
property would have brought under public control the only section of the 
block remaining in private ownership. Eventually, if not needed, the build- 
ing could be removed as a step in furtherance of the Civic Center program 
that was prepared years ago and followed consistently by the Town. The 
land, including the Johnson plot now owned by the Town, could be added 
to the southerly lawn of the Junior High School Building, thus enhancing 
the attractiveness of this building and the beauty and dignity of one of 
the main approaches to the Town. This would have been a sound invest- 
ment for the future and a real achievement in the public interest. 


At the same October meeting, the Town voted to amend the Zoning 
By-Laws and map so as to change from a General Residence District to 
a Single Residence District the area located on both sides of Grove Place, 
Oakland Circle, and lying 100 feet northwesterly from Grove Street to the 
Boston and Maine Railroad, containing about nine acres of land exclusive 
of streets. This area was originally zoned as a general residence district 
in 1924 when the zoning map was adopted because it contained the Bacon 
Felt factory. This factory is no longer in existence and conditions have 
changed. Much of the area is undeveloped and is surrounded by single 
houses. The construction of two-family houses in this area would have 
been inconsistent with the character of the locality. This amendment as- 
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sures the development of single family houses with a lot area of 10,000 
square feet. Careful zoning should take into account trends of this kind. 
The action taken by the Town is reassuring to this Board. 

Another example of protective zoning which gave cheer to this Board, 
in a relatively bleak year, was the action taken by the Town to amend the 
Zoning By-Laws so as to eliminate double or duplex houses as automati- 
cally authorized uses in General Residence, Business and Industrial Dis- 
tricts. By this action, General Residence Districts will remain and the 
Zoning map will be unchanged. Henceforth, however, with the permission 
of the Board of Appeal only, a building or structure may be constructed, 
altered, enlarged, reconstructed and used, and land may be used in a 
General Residence, Business, and Industrial District for a duplex or double 
house ff the Board shall find that the proposed use will not adversely affect 
the health or safety of persons living in the neighborhood of such use or 
be injurious to said neighborhood or be detrimental to the public welfare. 
In view of a mass development of duplex houses off Cross Street, the Plan- 
ning Board became concerned that any further developments of this kind 
would change the character of the community as a whole. It was felt that 
immediate steps should be taken by the Town to limit the density of devel- 
opment which could result from the unrestricted construction of double 
and duplex houses on the remaining open land. In our opinion, the mass 
development of double and duplex houses which adds to congestion in 
streets and creates undue concentration and density of population can 
be injurious to a neighborhood and detrimental to the public welfare. The 
action of the Town in this instance was gratifying. 

Another source of satisfaction in the past year was the action taken 
by the Metropolitan District Commission to eliminate power boats from 
the upper Mystic Lakes and to grade, landscape and transform into an 
attractive lakeshore park the filled-in portion of Bacon’s Pond. The tran- 
quility, beauty and safety of these Mystic Lakes are thereby restored and, 
we hope, preserved. 


The Planning Board has been responsive to the attempts of certain 
pressure groups to enact legislation which, in our opinion, would have the 
effect of undermining the local zoning and planning laws and the admin- 
istration thereof. We carefully examined all bills filed in the Legislature 
affecting town government and a representative of our Board attended 
public hearings at the State House. Our opposition was recorded to bills 
which would fix the size and frontage of building lots and which would 
establish a State Board of Appeals. The enactment of such legislation 
could invalidate our zoning ordinances and could transfer to a State Board 
the power to annul, affirm or modify any decision, order, requirement, inter- 
pretation or direction of a planning board, inspector of buildings, and 
zoning board of appeals. This would be a serious encroachment upon the 
principle of “home rule”. Each community, within certain legal principles, 
now has broad power to adopt its own planning and zoning laws and to 
administer them in accordance with its own particular standards. The 
orderly development of any community hinges upon effective planning 
and zoning laws which are enacted and administered by citizens who have 
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knowledge of local conditions. Your Planning Board is constantly aware 
of the pressures to break down these laws and we make this report in the 
hope that the townspeople will be alerted to these challenges. 

Much of our attention continues to be devoted to the administration 
of the Subdivision Control Law, which law regulates the laying out and 
construction of ways in subdivisions providing access to lots therein and 
insures the installation of sanitary facilities. The Planning Board exer- 
cises its powers with due regard for adequate access by ways safe and con- 
venient to travel, for lessening congestion, for securing safety, for insuring 
compliance with zoning laws, for securing adequate provision for water, 
sewerage and drainage, and for coordinating these ways with each other 
and with other private and public ways. Since the inception of this law in 
1953, the Planning Board has approved thirteen subdivision plans, including 
4.64 miles of roadways and 395 building lots. Of these lots, 349 have become 
eligible for sale in accordance with our regulations. 

We have continued our work with the Capital Budget Program which 
we launched last year and we will publish under separate cover the results 
thereof as soon as all facts and figures are available. This will be com- 
pleted before Town Meeting. Comparison of 1960 experience with our 1960 
projections indicates several areas of change that will modify our capital 
budget program as prepared this year: 

1. In Departmental Operating Expenses, the approved budgets of six 
functions were higher than our estimate, seven were lower. The 
net difference was only $5,336 above our total estimate in a budget 
of over 3% million dollars, but we recognize our obligation to re- 
examine and refine our projection factors. 

2. On the income side, tax returns and departmental receipts were 
more than our estimates, State and Federal grants and returns 
from licenses, fees, and fines were less, so that Winchester’s gross 
income was approximately $19,000 above our projection. 

3. Both the number of dwelling units in Winchester and total assessed 
values were somewhat above our estimates, while prorated value 
per dwelling unit dropped slightly, which will involve minor modi- 
fications in our estimate of future assessed valuations. 

Looking tentatively at 1961, budget requests submitted for the year total 
approximately $136,000 over our operating expense estimate made a year 
ago. Our projections for the capital budget period will be based on Finance 
Committee recommendations for 1961. 

We publish herewith the chart of the present and projected indebted- 
ness of the Town in relation to its borrowing capacity. 
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The Planning Board wishes to acknowledge publicly the valuable ser- 
vices of its Planning Consultant, Mr. Allen Benjamin, its Consulting En- 
gineer, Mr. Howard Ambrose, and its clerical assistant, Mrs. Paul Eberle. 
Their helpfulness at all times has been greatly appreciated. 

We have deemed it a privilege to serve the Town of Winchester.

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Report of the School Committee 


A major event of 1960 for the Winchester school system was the deci- 
sion of the Town that work should commence on the new junior high 
school. This decided that secondary school facilities should not be confined 
to the limited space available in the center of town and made possible 
the continuation of the reorganization of the secondary school curriculum. 


During the year work progressed on the new elementary school with 
the expectation that it would be occupied for classes after the Christmas 
vacation. While the School Committee foresees further space needs at 
both the elementary and secondary levels, the members hope that, at least 
for some years, these will not require new independent installations but 
can be met by additions to and rearrangements of existing structures. 


The secondary school program has continued to be the object of in- 
tensive study. Recommendations of the Citizens’ Advisory Committee on 
Secondary School-College Relations, hitherto held in abeyance for lack 
of facilities, have been incorporated in plans for the secondary school 
curriculum. In general, the changes which have been put into effect and 
which are proposed all point toward setting higher goals of achievement 
for the pupils. They include the revision of particular courses of study, the 
introduction of more advanced courses and the enlargement and strength- 
ening of the guidance program. 


These efforts are not limited to the academic curriculum and the needs 
of the college-bound student. The Citizens’ Advisory Committee on Elec- 
tronics Education has contributed greatly to the development of a sequence 
of courses designed for the boy or girl who does not plan to go to college, 
but who has the capacity to acquire the knowledge and skills which will 
equip him or her for a job looking towards training as an electronics 
technician. 


A well-equipped plan and carefully thought-out program will, however, 
produce results only as they are staffed and carried out by qualified people. 
Teachers continue in short supply relative to demand, especially in certain 
critical areas. Winchester has willingly supported salary schedules con- 
sistent with the high quality performance we expect from our teachers. 
These schedules must continue to be competitive with those offered by other 
leading school systems in this region; we must also take into account the 
fact that our changes in curricula at both secondary and elementary levels 
not only are designed to increase the educational opportunities for our 
children but also result in added demands on our teachers. 


The School Committee has thought much about this problem of teacher 
compensation. We are not satisfied that no fair way exists to recognize 
superior classroom performance other than by losing excellent classroom 
teachers to administrative posts. A start has been made in the develop- 
ment of standards and methods of evaluating teacher performance. The 
Committee is encouraging this work to the end that eventually we can 
pay the outstanding teacher for outstanding performance without removing 
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him from the classroom. In this connection, we look forward to further 
testing of group and team teaching techniques as a means of permitting 
recognition of superior classroom performance. 

Classroom instruction is by no means all that a public school system 
should and does offer. While developing mental skills and manual skills 
are the primary functions of the school, physical training is a necessary 
part of the development of the child. The schools should also operate 
so as to develop respect for the rights of others and a sense of discipline 
in their pupils. But the schools are not a substitute for home and church 
in instilling standards of conduct in our young people. By and large, we 
believe that the schools should not seek to direct what pupils do or do not 
do outside school hours and off school grounds except as such direction is 
implicit in the assignment of homework. 

One other development in 1960 was the first receipt of Federal funds 
under the National Defense Education Act and under the law providing 
funds for school systems in which are enrolled pupils whose parents are 
employed in certain defense facilities. NDEA funds are specified to be 
applied to improvements in facilities for teaching sciences and languages; 
we have been applying the other Federal funds to these purposes also. 

If an annual report is to be brief enough to have any hope of being 
read, it must omit much which deserves to be recorded. One matter which 
cannot be omitted is the loyalty and skill with which administrators, 
teachers and other members of the Winchester school system have served 
the Town in 1960. The School Committee is pleased to pay this tribute 
to them, in whose care our future largely rests.

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Developments in the Winchester schools during 1960 reflect to a con- 
siderable degree what is taking place in many school systems in America 
as we attempt to keep education in this country abreast of dynamic changes 
in our society, changes that are local, national and world-wide in scope. 
The purpose of this report is to summarize these developments briefly and 
to indicate what lies ahead. 

It is at the secondary level, i.e. grades seven through twelve, that the 
greatest changes have occurred. This was to be expected since it is here 
that public education has shown the least change both locally and national- 
ly during the past half century. A reorganization of our secondary schools 
was effected in September whereby the ninth grade was transferred to the 
Junior High School. This move relieved the badly overcrowded Senior 
High School but necessitated double sessions at the Junior High School 
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level aS a means of accommodating more than 1,000 pupils in a 600-pupil 
school, pending completion of a second junior high school building. Con- 
struction on the new facility was begun in June, 1960 and the building 
is expected to be ready for occupancy in September, 1961. Functionally, 
it will be a modern structure flexibly designed to provide for changes in 
curriculum and in teaching techniques. Meanwhile, considerable planning 
and effort have been devoted to renovations in the present Junior High 
School building necessary to accommodate an expanding program and to 
permit of advanced methods of instruction. A foreign languages laboratory 
already has been installed together with a new science laboratory. Cramped 
facilities of the homemaking laboratories and the industrial arts shops 
are being expanded to accommodate more pupils. A school library, elim- 
inated when the building was renovated five years ago, will be reinstalled 
and cafeteria seating converted for use as a study hall. 


Fortunately, Federal funds have been available which, by authority of 
the School Committee, could be used to expedite certain of these changes. 
These funds are provided under two separate laws, one of which reimbur- 
ses school systems for the education of children whose parents are employed 
in United States Government installations and the other for the upgrading 
of educational services deemed vital to national defense. Following is a 
report of the funds received and the projects for which the School Com- 
mittee has authorized their expenditure:

The Junior High program of studies has been broadened by the intro- 
duction of foreign languages at the seventh grade level. Extensive revisions 
of the science curriculum have been made and plans completed for making 
science a major subject in Grades 7 and 8. Biology is being offered to 
accelerated students at ninth grade level. Typing will be offered next fall 
for the first time as an elective subject in Grades 7 and 8 both for personal 
use and as an introductory course for students majoring in business at the 
Junior High level. 

Programs of accelerated instruction for the abler scholastic students 
begun five years ago are maturing. In each of the major subjects of 
mathematics, English and science provision is being made for completion 
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of a six-year sequence in five years. In his twelfth year the student may 
then elect to take a course for advanced standing in college or elect an 
extra course in another field for enrichment of his educational back- 
ground. The first “advanced-standing course” was introduced this year 
in chemistry and similar courses in mathematics and English will be 
offered beginning next fall. 

Other changes in the Senior High School program include the organiz- 
ation of the curriculum into five major patterns, certain of which are 
designed for students planning to attend colleges or specialized schools, and 
others for the students completing their formal education at the high 
school level. This change recognizes (1) the need for a core program of 
common learnings essential to every pupil and (2) the varying needs of 
the individual student. The coming year will see a definite increase in 
minimum requirements for all pupils in Grades 9 through 12 as a means 
of using the instructional time of both the teacher and the pupil to greater 
advantage. To attain these objectives it will be necessary to further extend 
the length of the secondary school day to five hours and forty minutes 
beginning September, 1961. 

Perhaps the greatest benefit a new Junior High School promises is the 
opportunity to reduce the size of academic classes, which for lack of class- 
room space have been too high. The effect of such reductions already is 
apparent in the Senior High School which this year houses the upper three 
grades only and thus, for the first time in several years, has sufficient 
classroom space. Reductions in class sizes in the Junior High School, un- 
fortunately, have been offset somewhat by the abbreviated double sessions. 
Another year, however, should bring substantial benefits from classes of 
more nearly normal size and, too, from the broader educational benefits 
which the added facilities will permit. 

Construction of a new elementary school scheduled for occupancy 
September 1 could not be completed until late in December. Meanwhile, 
pupils and teachers assigned to this school have been housed in the Lin- 
coln School and in the auditorium at Parkhurst. The opening of this 
school in January should take care of the housing needs of elementary 
pupils on the west side of town for several years after which, if necessary, 
a wing can be added. However, growth in our school population elsewhere 
in the town, particularly in the Wyman and Mystic districts, soon may 
necessitate consideration of means to relieve overcrowding in these schools 
either by additional construction or by redistricting. 


Some important experiments have been underway in the elementary 
schools, certain of which show definite promise of improving instruction 
at all grade levels. The project in team teaching begun at the Mystic 
School two years ago will be extended to the junior high schools next 
year. The results of instruction using the “team learning” method have 
so impressed our staff that an in-service training course in the use of this 
technique will be offered by Boston University early in 1961 to more than 
thirty-five Winchester teachers. The training and employment, as “teach- 
ing assistants,” of wives and mothers holding college degrees has proved 
a very successful experiment both as a means of handling overcrowded 
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classes and of augmenting the dwindling supply of teachers. Mature, serious 
in purpose and experienced with children, these women after a year of 
apprenticeship have become excellent teachers, all of whom now are suc- 
cessfully teaching in this or in neighboring school systems. Expansion of 
this program now operating in three of our elementary schools will be 
continued to the extent that candidates are available. 

Additions to the guidance staff are making possible increasingly effi- 
cient counselling services for all pupils. Particularly deserving of recogni- 
tion in this area are two publications prepared by Bernard J. Silva, Senior 
Supervisor of Counselling in the High School, one of which is a school 
orientation booklet for Winchester students and parents. The other, a 
“Profile” on Winchester High School, is for the use of advisors’ offices in 
interpreting the records of Winchester graduates who are applying for 
college admission. Hundreds of requests for copies of these publications 
have been received, testifying to the need and value of these publications 
as guidance instruments. Working closely with the school counsellors, our 
reading consultants are assuming this year for the first time responsibility 
for remedial instruction to elementary school pupils with serious reading 
problems. At the Junior High School two of our most capable English 
instructors are assigned part-time to similar duties in an effort to reduce 
as much as possible the incidence of reading difficulties so disastrous to 
scholastic progress. 

Perusal of this report will give some idea of the challenges, pressures 
and demands placed upon the professional staff. These show no signs of 
lessening; in fact, there is every reason to believe they will increase to the 
point that priorities in our educational planning become necessary. Such 
priorities must be exercised in selection of subjects offered, the use of 
school time and in personnel assignments. There can be little question but 
that major subjects which are the foundation of that intellectual develop- 
ment which is the common need of all men must take precedence, when 
necessary, Over minor and elective subjects. Furthermore, given a limited 
amount of instructional time, the schools must be freed of non-school res- 
ponsibilities which impinge upon that time. Finally, the instructional staff 
should be relieved, as much as possible, of non-instructional duties that can 
be performed as well or better by non-professional personnel. Meanwhile, 
efforts must be continued to devise plans and techniques whereby the 
teacher is used to greater advantage in the instructional situation. 


I could not close this report without paying respects to those respon- 
sible for whatever success our schools have enjoyed this year. To those 
citizens who have given so willingly of their time and efforts as members 
of the Building Committee for Enlarged Facilities for Senior and Junior 
High Schools and School Administrative Offices, the Building Committee 
for the Johnson Road-Ridge Street Elementary School, the Citizens’ Ad- 
visory Committee on Secondary School-College Relations and the Citizens’ 
Advisory Committee on Electronics Education, the School Department and 
the Town are greatly indebted. The members of the School Committee 
and the staff are to be commended for their splendid cooperation in plan- 
ning and implementing significant improvements in the educational ser- 
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vices of our schools. Such a program would not be possible without the 
support of citizens sincerely interested in providing quality education for 
the children and youth of Winchester.

A comparison of the class lists of the Class of 1960 between the times 
of entrance and of graduation gives a group of 35 new members and 84 
pupils who left the group.

A report of the Medical Department for the school year 1959-1960 follows: 


A. Annual Physical Examinations: 


1. The physical examinations of school pupils were begun soon after 
the opening of school and concluded in June, 1960. 
Examinations of the first, fourth, eighth, tenth and twelfth grades 
were completed along with all new students who entered school 
during the current year and all kindergarten children who had 
not received a pre-school check-up. 
All student candidates for major sports in High School were exam- 
ined before participating in the athletic program. Tabulation of 
examinations follows:

The major defects still remain chiefly dental in nature and the 
minor defects seem to fall in the order of frequency in the following 
categories: feet, teeth, posture, nutrition (principally overweight 
and underweight) and minor skin ailments (acne). Two or more 
of the defects are found very often in the same pupil. 
2. Parents present at examinations: 

There were 97 parents present during the examinations of the 
elementary school pupils.

3. There were 113 notices sent directly to parents advising that cor- 
rective measures should be taken. Most Junior and Senior High 
School students were advised to seek medical attention for minor 
defects found, and only when major defects were found were no- 
tices sent to parents. 


4. Special Class Examinations: 
The class this year was under the supervision of Mrs. M. Lorette 
Smith at Noonan School and it consisted of seven students. There 
was some progress shown in most of the students over the previous 
years. The class consisted of slow-learners, those with various 
degrees of mental retardation and a few with definite organic 
disease. 


Pre-School Examinations: 

Pre-school examinations of children entering school in September, 
1960, were held during the first week in May. The total number ex- 
amined in the presence of the parents was 164.

Communicable Disease Control: 


The usual incidences of communicable diseases were reported during 
the school year. Most were of a minor nature. 


Polio Control Program: 

An effort was made through the Board of Health, when free polio 
vaccine was available, to bring complete immunization to all school 
children. 894 students were given the polio injection in June, 1960. 
There were no cases of poliomyelitis in the public schools this year. 
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Tuberculosis Control: 

All new school personnel met the requirements of X-ray survey of their 
chests before being hired by the school department. The X-ray of the 
chest at a state hospital was made available to cafeteria employees and 
the Manteaux test was given student employees of the cafeteria.

The Massachusetts Vision Test was administered by the school nurses 
in the following schools from September, 1959, to June, 1960.

Report of Water and Sewer Board

The most important development for this department during 1960 
was a 52% increase in the water rate from 23 cents to 35 cents per one 
hundred cubic feet. The minimum charge remains at $4.00 per six month 
period. This increase in rate was necessary because of an increase in 
operating costs and because of the desire of the Town Meeting to make 
the Department self-supporting. The new rate was authorized at the 
Annual Town Meeting, and all bills rendered on and after October lst, 
1960 have been charged at the new rate. 

The 1960 Annual Town Meeting also instructed the Water and Sewer 
Board to further study its current method of establishing the water rate 
and report its recommendations at the next Annual Town Meeting. As 
the procedure for the establishment of a water rate is somewhat com- 
plicated and because there are several accepted methods, the Board, at 
this writing, is not certain just what its recommendations will be. 

The water supply situation for 1960 was normal. The Winchester 
reservoirs were full going into the high consumption months of June, July 
and August. At the end of the year the reservoirs contained 323 million 
gallons compared with the rated capacity of 511.2 million gallons. 

Water consumption for the year is estimated at 660 million gallons 
against 632.5 million gallons in 1959. 

Construction of the new interstate highway No. 93 has continued to 
prevent the start-up of our new Spot Pond Pumping Station which will 
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be placed in operation as soon as the Boston Edison Company connects 
the power lines to the building. We have been informed by the power 
company that we will have power by the early part of the year. 

The M.D.C. supply to our West High was curtailed for a short period 
of time due to distribution troubles in the M.D.C. system. With the ex- 
pected completion in 1961 or early 1962 of a new water main tunnel now 
under construction by the M.D.C. from the Wachusett Reservoir which 
will serve Winchester along with other neighboring towns in the M.D.C. 
water district, it is hoped it no longer will be necessary to curtail the 
use of water in any part of Winchester during the high consumption 
period. 

There has been added to our water system 4733 ft. of water main 
with 28 gates and 15 hydrants. Four broken hydrants have been replaced. 
Seven hydrants have been moved and 15 hydrants have been raised. Two 
12” gates have been inserted and four 6” gates have been inserted in place 
of broken ones. Ninety-three new water services were installed and 12 
renewed. 

The program of cleaning certain water mains to restore their carrying 
capacity was continued during the year. Additional cleaning of mains is 
planned for the coming year, and funds are being requested in our budget 
for this purpose. Replacement of some old 6” cast iron mains with 8” 
transite pipe also is planned. 

5962 ft. of 8’ sewer mains and 667 ft. of 10” and 652 ft. of 6” mains 
have been added to our sewer system. 120 new sewer services have been 
added. The sewer line in Cambridge St., installed by the Star Market, is 
complete and is in the process of being accepted by the Town. 

During the year, Chapter 612 of the Acts of 1959, changing the basis 
of assessment for usage of the M.D.C. sewerage system, was put into 
effect and caused a substantial increase in Winchester’s share of the 
costs. A study by your Board, with the aid of the Town Engineer, of the 
formula and how it had been applied to arrive at Winchester’s assessment, 
led your Board to believe there were errors and inequities. A review of 
these and corrective action by the M.D.C. seemed to be in order. A state- 
ment to this effect was read by your Board at the lst annual meeting of 
the Metropolitan Sewerage District held on November 1, 1960. However, 
it developed at this meeting that the Attorney General’s Office had ruled 
the Act does not permit the M.D.C. to make changes in a Town’s appor- 
tionment for a period of five years after the enactment of the law. Be- 
lieving that the M.D.C. should annually review the sewerage construction 
that affects the apportionments and make subsequent corrections, either 
greater or less if required, your Board requested that a corrective bill be 
submitted by Representative Harrison Chadwick at the current session 
of the legislature. Such a bill has been filed.

Water and Sewer Board 
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Report of the Cemetery Commissioners 


The statistics of operation of the Cemetery Department show that 
in the past year there have been 104 interments and 53 foundations laid 
as compared with 108 and 71 in the preceding year. We have received 
$12,837.60 from the sale of graves and lots with $6960.00. for Permanent Care. 


A long range plan for development is being studied and will soon be 
completed with the assistance of the Town Engineer and his staff. 


The usual tree work and resurfacing of paths has been done by outside 
contractors. Special attention has been given to the “sunken garden” near 
the entrance, with the advice of a retired member of our Board, Mrs. Grace 
Hight Kirkwood. New plantings have been made and we expect that even- 
tually this area will be one of the most attractive spots in the Cemetery. 
This coming year we plan to install much needed path signs and directional 
signs on the road ways for the convenience of the public in finding the best 
ways in and out of the Cemetery. 


This year we have had the usual problems of maintenance of equip- 
ment. The problem of removing the leaves has become acute and in this 
year’s budget we are asking for funds to purchase a leaf gatherer to enable 
our crew to keep abreast of a mounting problem. In years past the farmers 
have had a use for the leaves which they came for. This is no longer so 
and other means of disposal have been sought. This past fall burning was 
tried on the roadways which proved to be bad practice as the surface 
burned through due to the light construction. To continue this would mean 
more expense for road building. A vacuum type leaf gatherer feeding into 
a closed box-like body on our truck seems to us to be the answer to this 
problem. 


Our light truck is now five years old and we had expected to request 
funds for a new small four wheel drive truck which could be used for 
snow plowing on the steep and short turn road ways of the cemetery. 
It was felt that it was more important to have the leaf gatherer this year 
and the truck will be requested a year from now. 


The faithful and efficient service of our Superintendent and his men 
is very much appreciated by the Commissioners, as is the cooperation this 
department receives from the other Town Departments in the care of 
our Cemetery.

Gentlemen: 


During the year thirty-seven members were added to the Retirement 
System, seventeen members have withdrawn, six members retired, two 
active members died, one inactive member returned to active service, 
three active members were placed on the inactive list, making a total of 
two hundred ninety-one active, twelve inactive members and seventy-two 
pensioners at the end of 1960. One pensioner died during the year. 

The total paid out for pensions during the year was $99,769.18 of which 
amount $797.92 was reimbursed by another system and $938.14 was repaid 
to the system as a result of an adjustment in a disability allowance. The 
Town appropriated $94,895.71 for the Pension Fund. The amount paid to 
the pensioners since the system started on July 1, 1939 is $681,941.59. Con- 
tributions by members during the year amounted to $56,570.99 and $2,641.76 
in special contributions. $8,865.74 was paid out in annuities. 

Financial and statistical tables reflecting the activities of the system 
are attached.

Report of Board of Health 


The Board of Health hereby submits its annual report for the year 1960. 


GENERAL 


A high point in the activities of the year was the Winchester Polio 
Vaccine Program. The physicians of Winchester, in cooperation with the 
Board of Health, offered doses of polio vaccine at a series of clinics held 
during June and July. 1,368 doses were administered, and the Board of 
Health wishes to express its deep appreciation to Doctors Barone, Blanche, 
Fichera, Fontneau, McLean, McManus, and O’Connor, the Winchester Vis- 
iting Nursing Association staff and volunteers, and all others for this fine 
community effort. 

The Board feels that it must once again call to the attention of the 
town the need for new quarters for its activities. The present second floor 
quarters in a business block, with only a single exit, are unsafe, inadequate 
for efficient operation, difficult to keep clean, poorly lighted, unattractive, 
etc. 

The Board of Health is charged with the responsibility of passing on 
sub-division plans, and reviews such plans, in the light of public health, 
with a great deal of care. Of the two such plans reviewed, in 1960, one 
was disapproved in part because of an open waterway running through the 
area. The other was disapproved on the basis of an air pollution problem. 
The Board applauds the action of the special town meeting in taking the 
construction of multiple dwellings, out of the automatic classification, but 
feels that much more control is necessary to eliminate environmental con- 
taminations that pose present and future health threats. 

In accordance with the intent expressed in our last annual report, 
standards were established this year to be applied in evaluating eligibility 
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for treatment in the dental clinic. Application of these new standards to 
the 134 families registered with the dental clinic resulted in notifications 
of ineligibility, voluntary withdrawals, etc., totaling 53. 

Rules and Regulations Governing Agencies Giving Day Care to Chil- 
dren, with standards of satisfactory compliance, were promulgated. 

The resignation of Dr. Roy Y. Raymond was accepted as of October 31, 
1960, and the Board wishes to make record of his many years of service 
to the town as dentist. 

The Board of Health and its employees participated in professional 
activities with the objectives of increasing individual competence and en- 
hancing public health. Mr. Saraco is an active member of the National 
Association of Sanitarians, and is also a member of the Metropolitan 
Boston Health Officers’ Association. Mr. Saraco attended and success- 
fully completed the course on Swimming Pool Sanitation offered by the 
Massachusetts Department of Public Health. 

Dr. Quigley attended and completed a course on Dental Programs in 
Public Health Clinics. This course was conducted at the Harvard School 
of Public Health. Dr. Quigley also received a Master’s Degree of Dentistry 
from Tufts University in June 1960. 

Mr. Sawyer served as a member of the Steering Committee to establish 
an association of Boards of Health in Middlesex and Essex Counties, and 
as chairman of the By-Laws sub-committee. 


HEALTH SERVICES 

The provision of clinics is the responsibility of the Board of Health, 
and the nursing services are provided under the provisions of a contract 
between the Board and the Winchester Visiting Nursing Association. This 
program is part of a family-centered service, with the WVNA providing 
nursing service of the Board of Health, the School Committee, and, of 
course, its own visiting nursing function. The WVNA (1) plans and con- 
ducts clinics provided by the Board of Health, (2) visits Winchester homes 
for case finding and follow-up of tuberculosis patients and contacts, (3) 
visits homes where a communicable disease exists, (4) visits homes of 
premature infants, (5) visits homes of pregnant women, infants, and pre- 
school children, (6) performs parochial school nursing, and (7) maintains 
records. Dr. Wildasin represents the Board of Health at meetings of the 
WVNA. 


Well Child Conferences 
Weekly Well Child Conferences are held for infants and pre-school 
children. The clinic doctor, Dr. Roger M. Burgoyne, and the WVNA per- 
sonnel are in attendance at all times at these conferences. The babies and 
pre-schoolers are weighed, measured, and examined. In 1961 it is planned 
to add tests for so-called “lazy eyes” and color blindness. Advice and 
health supervision are given to mothers on feeding, growth and develop- 
ment, and health habits of their children. WVNA staff nurses support 

and amplify this advice by home visits as required.

Immunizations are administered to protect children against diphtheria, 
tetanus, whooping cough, smallpox, and poliomyelitis. During the year 
a PKU test has been employed that is useful in discovering the condition 
that causes one type of mental retardation, and that is subject to correction 
by early discovery and treatment.

Minors 
were given tuberculin tests at Board of Health clinics, and adults were 
referred to the North Reading State Sanatorium or Middlesex County Sana- 
torium as indicated.

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Premature Infants 
State law requires that all infants weighing five and one-half pounds 
or less at birth be reported to the Board of Health. Expenses for the care 
and hospitalization of infants weighing five pounds or less at birth shall 
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be paid by the Board of Health if the parents or guardian or any other 
person bound by law to maintain such an infant are unable to do so. 

This year 20 premature births were reported with the cost of care and 
hospitalization of one being paid by the Board. 


Parochial School Nursing 
The staff of the WVNA assists the parochial school physicians in the 
annual physical examinations, and, under the direction of the physicians, 
administers the annual audiometric and vision screening tests. Under the 
directions of the physicians, visits are made to the parochial schools and the 
homes of parochial school pupils. Emergency first aid is rendered to paro- 
chial school pupils while in school.

DENTAL SERVICES 

The Board hus given a great deal of time and thought to the reorgan- 
ization of the dental program. Meetings were held with members of the 
State Division of Dental Health, with leaders in the field of public health 
dentistry education, with representatives of the local dental profession, and 
many visits were made to dental clinics for observation. Basic principles 
were established emphasizing the best possible treatment for the minimum 
number of patients and education of the public. As mentioned earlier in 
this report, standards of eligibility were established and applied. A highly 
qualified dentist in the field of child dentistry has been employed, and 
long outdated equipment has been replaced so that the program could get 
under way. 

It is expected that 1961 will see great strides in the new program. 
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REGULATION AND INSPECTION 
The Board of Health’s continuing program of inspection of the approx- 
imately 50 food-handling establishments in Winchester in accordance with 
its Sanitary and Food Regulations, and conducted by an environmental 
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sanitation service under contract with the Board, has resulted in high 
standards of cleanliness in plant and product. A total of 458 inspections 
were made in food handling establishments, including restaurants, grocery 
and meat stores, hospital, drug and department stores, bowling alleys, 
theatre, mobile canteens, etc. Instances of unsatisfactory sanitary condi- 
tions or bacterial results (253 bacterial swabs were taken) have been cor- 
rected through education, hearings before the Board, abatements, etc. 


Samples of dairy products sold in Winchester are taken each month, 
and a complete analysis made for bacterial count, butter fat content, total 
solids, and coliform. 1,722 such analyses were made in 1960. 


The Board again wishes to make record of the fine cooperation of 
the Board of Selectmen in issuing and renewing common victualer licenses 
only after inspection and favorable report by the Board of Health. 


In May the Board conducted the annual chest X-ray clinic for food 
handlers and for others who are required to have periodic chest X-rays. 
583 people received X-rays, in addition to 18 minors who were tuberculin 
tested, and for the first time since the program was established no active 
cases were discovered. 


A continuing problem is the reporting of diseases by physicians to the 
Board of Health as required by law. The very small number of reportable 
diseases reported during 1960 would indicate that the following figures give 
only a partial index of the true incidence of these diseases.

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The following licenses and permits were issued in 1960, and a total of 
$2008 was turned over to the Town Treasurer: 
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Inspections and investigations of complaints increased in 1960. The 
Agent made 389 inspections and investigations, which accounted for 499 
hours out of a total of 1,971 hours. 

The rodent control program along the Aberjona River was continued 
for the third year. The year 1960 saw an increase in rodent complaints 
in many areas of the town. Almost without exception, investigation of 
these complaints revealed that the presence of rodents is due to poor 
sanitary conditions around residences that provide the necessary harbor- 
age and food supply to attract rodents. 

The Board wishes to acknowledge the fine service rendered by its 
Agent, Mr. Michael D. Saraco, and the entire staff, and to extend its ap- 
preciation to all other boards and the people of Winchester for their co- 
operation throughout the year.

Report of the Personnel Board 


This is a report of Personnel Board Operations in 1960. Final action 
on some items reported will not be completed until the 1961 Town Meeting 
has considered recommendations which this Board will submit. 


During 1960 the Personnel Board held 35 meetings. 


The principal activities in which the Board engaged are briefly des- 
cribed in subsequent sections of this report. They include: 


1. Recommendations to the 1960 Annual Town Meeting. 

2. Conduct of Special Surveys. 

3. Consideration of requests submitted by town authorities, employees, 
and other municipalities. 

4. Updating and review of the Personnel Policy Guide. 

5. Participation in the Massachusetts Municipal Personnel Boards 
Association. 

6. Review of the Wage and Salary Schedule and Recommendations 
to 1961 Annual Town Meeting. 
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1) Recommendations to the 1960 Annual Town Meeting 


Town Meeting Members approved a Personnel Board recommendation 
for some individual wage and salary changes as well as a general increase 
of 3% of annual salary or wages for those full-time and part-time town 
employees other than professional School Department personnel. 

Town Meeting Members approved a Personnel Board recommendation 
for a modification in vacation policy granting three weeks’ vacation with 
pay after 10 years service. They also approved a recommendation (sup- 
ported by Personnel Board) to grant 4 weeks vacation with pay after 30 
years service. In both cases, it applies only to those employees who work 
on a Schedule of 52 weeks per year. 

One of the “Special Surveys” (referred to in Item 2) was made on 
the Fire and Police Departments and a report (dated May 10, 1960) was 
sent to Town Meeting Members, Finance Committee, and Board of Select- 
men. 

Based on this report the Personnel Board recommended and the town 
voted (at a Special Town Meeting, May 19, 1960) to increase the maximum 
of the Salary Schedule for all regular grades of the Fire and Police Depart- 
ments. 


2) Special Surveys 

The Board continued its review of the descriptions of full-time jobs. 
In the course of this operation revised forms and instructions for prepara- 
tion of job descriptions were distributed to the Town Departments within 
the jurisdiction of the Board. 

As a result of requests made to the Board, several occupations were 
reviewed and re-evaluated. The result of these over-all studies indicated 
that adjustments should be made in some cases. 

A detailed comparison was made of representative occupations as a 
basis for comparing Winchester rates with the rates paid for similar posi- 
tions in our 16 community towns. 

A copy of this Survey with 1960 rates is attached as Appendices A-l, 
A-2, and A-3. This shows that the increases voted at the Annual Town 
Meeting in March and at the Special Town Meeting last May have main- 
tained a strong “Middle (M) Position” for Winchester. | 

For the past several years recommendations for general increases have 
been based, in part, on the relationship of our Wage and Salary Schedule 
to that of our Community Towns. At present almost no information is 
available as to what action will be taken in 1961 by these Community 
Towns, therefore, the Personnel Board has no basis at this time for making 
any recommendation for a general increase in 1961. 


3) Requests Processed 

During 1960 the Board evaluated a great many job descrip in- 
volving various town positions. 

The Board promulgated decisions or recommendations on various speci- 
fic questions submitted throughout the year by town authorities or em- 
ployees. These matters generally involved questions of job evaluations, 
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classification, entitlement to vacation or salary benefits, consideration of 
results for extensions of paid sick-leave, as well as such matters pertaining 
to the interpretation of the Policy Guide. 


The Board continued to handle requests involving correspondence and 
exchanging information with other towns on matters of common interest. 


4) Personnel Policy Guide 


A revised edition of the Personnel Policy Guide was prepared in 1960 
based on’a comprehensive review of the history of all personnel practices 
and policies in effect. Department Heads and Committees and Board 
Chairmen suggested some changes and most of these have been incor- 
porated. 


There are areas where the present policies and procedures vary be- 
tween departments. In these cases, changes tending toward more uni- 
form policies are being considered. 


Every effort is being employed to have a final draft available to 
present at the Annual Town Meeting. This will set forth present policies 
and procedures observed by principal town authorities. 


5) Participation in Massachusetts Municipal Personnel Boards Association 


The Personnel Board participates as a member of the Massachusetts 
Municipal Personnel Boards Association which provides an excellent cen- 
tralized source for obtaining information. The Massachusetts Municipal 
Personnel Boards Association distributes an annual report and wage sur- 
vey as well as bulletins pertaining to matters of interest to the membership. 


6) Review of Wage and Salary Schedule 


As a result of the continuing review of the evaluation program, the 
Board will recommend adjustments in the positions listed below. A few 
other jobs are still being reviewed and some jobs have been considered 
wherein no action will be recommended. Details will be published by 
January 31 as now required by vote of Town Meeting.

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Report of the Town Accountant 


December 31, 1960 


In accordance with the provisions of Chapter 41, Section 61 of the 
General Laws, I herewith submit my report of the financial transactions 
of the Town of Winchester for the year ending December 31, 1960, together 
with miscellaneous tables and statistics. 


Ordinary Operations 

The ordinary revenues of the town, including water, exceeded the total 
expenditures for ordinary operations, including water by $263,738.84. Actual 
receipts for the year were $110,930.43 in excess of estimates, revenue appro- 
priation balances were $152,224.81, and assessments made after the fixing 
of the tax rate amounted to $583.60. 

On December 31, the general surplus revenue account had a balance 
of $694,003.82, of which $616,234.52 was available for expenditure. This 
amount is $17,490.67 less than was available last year. 


Water Operations 
The Water Department operated with a cash deficit of $58,722.91 for 
the year. 


Debt Operations 
The funded debt of the town was increased by $1,430,000.00 during the 
year. Bond issues for the new Junior High School, $1,200,000.00, and the 
Incinerator Construction Loan, $440,000.00, were offset by payments on 
existing debt of $210,000.00. The borrowing capacity of the town, within 
the debt limit, on December 31, 1960 was $624,585.00. 


Pest Audit of Departments 
In accordance with the provisions of Chapter 41, Section 51 of the 
General Laws, the accounts of the various town officers and boards en- 
trusted with the receipt, custody or expenditure of money have been 
examined. In each case, after reconciliation, the records have been found 
correct. 


Examination of Trust Funds 
In accordance with the provisions of Chapter 41, Section 53 of the 
General Laws, the accounts of the Commissioners of Trust Funds and the 
Town Treasurer have been examined. The securities held by these trustees 
have been examined and found to be in proper order. The cash balances 
of the trustees have also been verified.
